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The Latest 
Scoop in 
the Castro

A non-profit company that 
was originally a spin-off 
from the Larkin Street 
Youth Center is set to 
open a Ben and Jerry’s ice cream 
franchise at 451 Castro Street in 
the middle of June, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned. 

The store, to be operated by 
Larkin Works, Inc., will begin 
construction in April at the former 
Mrs. Field’s cookie outlet. 

The Ben and Jerry’s ice cream 
franchise is opening a half-block 
from an existing Double Rainbow 
ice cream franchise owned by 
Brian Chun-Hoon. 

The Ben and Jerry’s franchise 
will be located on property that is 
part of the 445-451 Castro Street 
lot block owned by the Ronald V. 
Pinto Trust, last assessed in 1989 
at a value of $483,052 by the 
city’s Assessor’s Office, accord¬ 
ing to spokesman Larry Eppinette. 

Merchants of Upper Market 
spokesman Barry Hermanson, of 
Hermanson’s Employment Ser¬ 
vices, told the Bay Area Reporter 
he supported the endeavor because 
it contributes to a worthwhile non¬ 
profit service delivery agency. 

“There is the obvious concern 
that it’s really going to hurt the 
business of a member, but we’ve 


expressed our concern about 
that,” Hermanson said. “They pro¬ 
vide jobs and good job skills to 
kids at risk.” 

The company hires high-risk 
youth to work in their ventures, 
and receives referrals from Laven¬ 
der Youth Recreation and Informa¬ 
tion, Larkin Street Youth Center, 
Real Alternatives Project, Central 
City Hospitality House, and other 
youth serving agencies, according 
to spokeswoman Diana Flannery. 

Activist and performer Tommi 
Avicolli Mecca, a frequent critic 
of corporate capitalism and the 
plethora of franchise operations in 
the Castro, said that he, too, wel¬ 
comes the enterprise. 

“Oh, Ben and Jerry’s is cool. 
They’re a pretty cool corporation 
from everything I’ve read. 
They’re very socially conscious,” 
Mecca said. 

“We’ve got lots of tourists 
down here. Many people will go 
into a shop like Ben and Jerry’s. 
It’S one of the few corporations in 
this country that does something 
wonderful with capitalism.” 

The company that will operate 
the franchise already operates an 
existing Ben and Jerry’s on the 
Marina, caters Ben and Jerry’s 
products, and operates a vending 
concession of the products at Can-

Needle Experts 
Correct Shalala

A lmost three dozen inter¬ 
national AIDS and needle 
exchange researchers 
signed an extraordinary 
letter to U.S. Health and Human 
Services Secretary Donna Shalala 
last month, challenging her recent 
controversial public comments on 
needle exchange. 

The letter was written by AIDS 
needle exchange researcher, 
physician, and public health ex¬ 
pert Peter Lurie, MD, MPH of the 
University of California San Fran¬ 
cisco Center for AIDS Prevention 
Studies. It is signed by experts 
such as Don DesJarlais, Ph.D. of 
New York’s Beth Israel Medical 
Center; Patricia Case, MPH of the 
Harvard School of Public Health; 
and most other major needle ex¬ 
change researchers from around 
the country and the world includ¬ 
ing Scotland, Brazil, Australia, 
and Canada. 

Lurie and the other researchers 
wrote Shalala after her recent pub¬ 
lic comments in the New York 
Times and on Cable News Net¬ 
work, concerning the efficacy of 
needle exchange programs in pre¬

venting HIV among injection 
users, their sex partners, and their 
children. 

Shalala has been quoted in 
news articles as saying that “dif¬ 
ferent experts disagree” about 
needle exchange, and that there is 
“controversy over research.”

Castro & Market 
Attack Hospitalizes 
Lesbian Victim 


Kickoff Kiss

P olice are seeking the iden¬ 
tity of a driver of a red 
Volkswagen Cabriolet in 
connection with a brutal 
assault on a lesbian, stemming 
from a traffic altercation at Castro 
and Market streets last Sunday, 
January 21. 

The woman, whose name has 
not been released, suffered contu¬ 
sions and a possible fracture of 
her right femur in the 3:30 p.m. 
incident, according to Mission 
Station police officer Dennis 
Thomason. 

Thomason said that police only 
have a partial license plate num¬ 
ber for the Cabriolet, and a gener¬ 
al description of the male as¬ 
sailant. A female passenger in the 
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assaulted woman’s car and the as¬ 
sailant’s female passenger were 
also involved. 

Mark Larsen, an openly gay 
man who was an eyewitness to the 
altercation, said that although he 
heard no epithets coming from the 
man - or his unidentified Asian- 
American female passenger - he 
is convinced that it was an anti¬ 
gay attack, and said the assault 
was horrific in intensity. 

According to Larsen and po¬ 
lice witness reports, the assault 
began with an argument over a 
side swipe collision of the het¬ 
erosexual couple’s Cabriolet and 
the lesbian driver’s Jeep. It 
ended with the lesbian being 
dragged by the Cabriolet at 
speeds estimated at 30 miles an 
hour - as the man’s female pas- 
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senger held the victim by her hair 
and refused to let go. 

A witness said the woman 
grabbed the victim’s hair when the 
lesbian reached in the couple’s 
Cabriolet to retrieve her vertical 
steering wheel locking device. 
The man had the taken the device 
from the lesbian passenger, who 
had come to the aid of her friend 
during the initial physical alterca¬ 
tion, and threw it in his car, ac¬ 
cording to reports. 

Thomason, a veteran Castro 
beat officer, said that the woman 
may have fallen under the wheels 
of the tires. She was taken by 
paramedics to Mission Emer¬ 
gency Hospital at San Francisco 
General Hospital. 

The suspect is described as a 
white male with blond hair and a 
goatee, between 25 and 30 years 
old, about 6’3” inches tall and 
weighing 180 pounds. He wore a 
white T-shirt at the time of the as¬ 
sault. 

“It was really awful. The thing 
I can’t forget is the look on the 
woman’s face as she was being 
dragged by her hair,” Larsen told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

“It was so malicious, it was un¬ 
believable.” T

Mission HIV 
Housing to Mediation

Opponents of a proposed 30- 
unit low-income housing com¬ 
plex to be located at 1010 South 
Van Ness Avenue - which will 
also include ten units of housing 
for people with AIDS - have 
agreed to take their concerns over 
the Mission Housing Develop¬ 
ment Corporation project to me¬ 
diation. 

The complex has already been 
approved by the San Francisco 
Planning Commission, but oppo¬ 
sition to the project is still high 
among some neighbors, including 
longtime youth soccer advocate 
Andy Solow. 

Solow and others have agreed 
to a February 7 mediation spon¬ 
sored by JAMS/Endispute, and to 
postpone their planned appeal of 
the Planning Commission deci¬ 
sion to the board of supervisors. 

The project has been in devel¬ 
opment for two years, according 
to lesbian Supervisor Susan Leal, 
who arranged for the arbitration as 
an alternative to litigation, which 
could stall the project. 

“Alternative housing is critical 
for our city, and especially for the 


Mission District,” Leal said. “I be¬ 
lieve that professional mediation 
may offer the parties an opportu¬ 
nity for real dialogue to resolve 
residual neighborhood concerns 
and move this project forward.”

Oakland Housing 
Authority To Yank 
Contract at Coit

A troubled program that was 
supposed to house a number of 
chronically homeless individuals, 
including many with HIV/AIDS, 
faces imminent revocation of its 
contract, the B.A.R. has learned. 

The Oakland Housing Author¬ 
ity (OHA) gave owners of the Coit 
Apartments in Oakland a final 
deadline of January 8 to bring the 
building up to code or face cancel¬ 
lation of its $2.5 million Shelter 
Plus Care contract, payable over a 
ten-year period. 

Complaints about the building 
have been registered by its clients, 
its neighbors, and eventually a 
consortium of county, city, and 
homeless advocates who began 
hearings last April on the matter. 
The complaints concerned the 
lack of on-site management, 
building code violations, drug 
traffic, and other problems at the 
apartments, located at 1445 Harri¬ 
son Street in Oakland. 

The most recent inspection, on 
November 9, uncovered problems 
throughout the building including 
a blocked fire escape, missing 
lights, two boiler holding tanks 
with exposed asbestos, unap¬ 
proved electrical wiring and im¬ 
properly installed electrical cir¬ 
cuitry, a ceiling leak in the base¬ 
ment, and roaches. 

Since becoming eligible for 
Shelter Plus Care funds in Octo¬ 
ber 1993, the Coit has received 
$192,000 in rental payments for 
the studio apartment-sized units, 
according to Sara Bedford of the 
City of Oakland Office of Health 
and Human Services. To make re¬ 


pairs after the 1989 Loma Prieta 
earthquake, Coit owner Steve 
Davis received a $2.4 million state 
disaster assistance loan and a 
$308,000 rehabilitation loan. “In 
addition, these contracts with the 
Housing Authority provide the 
landlord with an income stream 
that in turn lets him go out and se¬ 
cure loans,” added Bedford. 

One loan went for Davis’s 
$600,000 home in the Oakland 
Hills, which is currently in fore¬ 
closure due to an unpaid tax bill, 
according to court documents re¬ 
viewed by the B.A.R. 

‘A Day Late 1 - Literally 

The day after the deadline, 
OHA’s Phil Nevil told an Oakland 
City Council’s Health and Human 
Services/Public Safety Committee 
meeting that the only response his 
office had gotten from Davis was a 
one-paragraph letter from Davis’s 
attorney, asking for a two-week ex¬ 
tension. Nevil told the committee, 
chaired by Oakland City Council 
member Nate Miley, that it “was a 
day late and a dollar short.” 

Nevil called the contract ter¬ 
mination something that would 
happen in the very near future, but 
refused to comment further when 
contacted by the B.A.R. 

At the January 9 meeting, Bed¬ 
ford stressed the vulnerability of 
the Shelter Plus Care clients who 
still need housing. “These are in¬ 
dividuals who are chronically in 
need of housing. These are the 
chronically homeless in our com¬ 
munity. [Coit owners] have re¬ 
ceived public benefits, such as 
these low-interest loans, based on 
their ability to provide low-cost 


housing. At this point, [they] have 
not complied with their half of the 
agreement.” 

County Housing official Amy 
Hodgett told the committee that 
alternative housing would be 
found. “We don’t like to keep any¬ 
one hanging,” Hodgett said. 

Shelter Plus Care funds origi¬ 
nate from HUD, to house and care 
for the chronically homeless pop¬ 
ulation who have the added bur¬ 
den of mental illness, substance 
abuse, or HIV/AIDS. Local gov¬ 
ernments supplement the federal 
money with in-kind service dona¬ 
tions, such as counseling for sub¬ 
stance abuse or emotional issues. 
Most of the housing provided 
through Shelter Plus Care is done 
through Section 8 vouchers used 
at selected sites in Oakland. The 
contract for the 32 units at the Coit 
was between the Coit and the city 
of Oakland. 

HUD is taking an unusual step 
in allowing the same amount of 
Shelter Plus Care grant money 
previously earmarked for the Coit 
to remain in Alameda County. 
“We have given the County per¬ 
mission to use those Shelter Plus 
Care funds elsewhere ... at some¬ 
place other than the Coit if and 
when that contract is terminated,” 
said James Prater of the Western 
Regional Office, HUD. 

In previous interviews with the 
B.A.R., Alameda County housing 
officials said they would be 
deeply concerned if the contract 
between the Oakland Housing Au¬ 
thority and Davis were canceled, 
because the funds would probably 
be sent back to HUD coffers in 
Washington, D.C. ▼

‘Seattle Mike’ 
Busted Again 

Now Facing Five Years in Vacaville

“Seattle Mike” Rabb is back in 
jail - and facing a five-year 
mandatory state prison sentence - 
after he was rearrested Saturday, 
January 20 near 6th and Natoma 
Streets on a variety of charges, in¬ 
cluding robbery and possession of 
marijuana. 

Rabb is currently being held 
without bail in San Francisco 
County Jail, pending a motion to 
revoke his probation and remand 
him to state prison. The case will 
be heard in Department 28 of San 
Francisco Superior Court on Feb¬ 
ruary 29. 

Rabb was the subject of con¬ 
troversy last year after an August 
23 mistrial when the jury dead¬ 
locked 9-3 on finding Rabb guilty 
of five felony counts of armed 
robbery. 

Rabb, 31, allegedly used, a 
knife, stun gun, and other imple¬ 
ments to threaten men he robbed 
in their homes. 

Rabb testified that he was a 
prostitute who contracted to have 
sex with his male victims and took 
what he considered his from them 
when he wasn’t paid for the sex, 
but witnesses said they never of¬ 
fered money for sex - and one vic¬ 
tim testified that Rabb had threat¬ 
ened to kill him during the rob¬ 
bery. 

After the mistrial, Rabb plead¬ 


ed to a negotiated disposition of 
the case and received one year in 
county jail and five years’ felony 
probation. 

The recent violation means that 


Rabb will be sent to Vacaville 
State Correctional Medical Facili¬ 
ty for evaluation and processing 
into the state prison system. ▼

Oakland Group Warns 
AIDS Rising Among 
Native Americans

The incidence of infection by 
the virus that causes AIDS has 
jumped dramatically among Indi¬ 
ans, a trend that could threaten 
many small reservations, health 
officials warned January 9. 

Ron Rowell, head of the Na¬ 
tional Native American AIDS Pre¬ 
vention Center in Oakland, said 
the number of reported cases of 
infection with HIV among Indians 
has jumped from just 56 in 1984 
to an estimated 1,202 in 1995. 

The problem is even more se¬ 
vere among Indian women, where 
the infection rate of the virus was 
four to eight times higher than that 
for all women living in rural 
areas. 

Rowell said the impact of 
those numbers often gets buried 
by the awesome overall toll of the 
malady. Last year, there were 
476,899 reported AIDS cases na¬ 
tionwide. 

“Although the numbers might 
seem small, these numbers are sig¬ 
nificant if you consider many Indi¬ 
an communities are rather small 
and tight knit,” he said. “And if 


you realize the history between In¬ 
dians and non-Indians is a sad and 
long one of death from infectious 
disease in which entire tribes and 
cultures were wiped out.” 

A program to test pregnant In¬ 
dian women for HIV has been 
launched by the federal Indian 
Health Service and the Centers for 
Disease Control. Its initial find¬ 
ings have been troubling. 

“What they found [were] rates 
of HIV infection among Indian 
women ranged four to eight times 
higher [than rural women over¬ 
all],” Rowell said. “That is alarm¬ 
ing. Some of these small Indian 
communities could collapse de- 
mographically.” 

Cathy Chapman, a case man¬ 
ager for the San Francisco-based 
Native American AIDS Project, 
said steps were being taken to try 
and improve the situation. 

“Getting women to disclose 
their status and take care of them¬ 
selves is a big push for us,” she 
said. “Most of them have kids and 
are taking care of elders and part¬ 
ners. 

“The last thing they think of is 
taking care of themselves.” ▼

Gay Cultural Center 
Fans Find Political 
Strength in Numbers

Advocates for grass-roots 
community arts programs, includ¬ 
ing those behind a San Francisco 
queer cultural center, are closely 
watching a measure on the March 
ballot that would fund the kinds of 
arts programs historically under¬ 
funded in comparison to the city’s 
opera, ballet, and art museums. 

Proposition A would earmark a 
percentage of the city’s hotel tax 
for expansion of the Moscone 
Center, which would also include 
arts and cultural programs. Prop A 
made the ballot in 1993, but failed 
to get the necessary two-thirds 
majority vote. 

Lenore Chinn of Lesbian Visual 
Artists told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the Queer Cultural Center 
(QCC) will hold a meeting on Sat¬ 
urday, February 10 to get input 
from queer artists and organizations 
about what they want in a center. 

Tom Ammiano told the B.A.R. 
that the board of supervisors is 
very interested in funding the cen¬ 
ter, but it’s still too early to tell ex¬ 
actly how much will be available. 
“It’s percolating,” he said. 
“There’s certainly a commitment 
to it, especially from my office.” 

Chinn cited a report done five 
years ago by current QCC Board 
Member Jeff Jones, showing only 
a minute percentage of funding 
was given to community cultural 
centers during the 1989-1990 
funding cycle, compared with 
large institutions. With school cut¬ 
backs eradicating most public 
school music, dance, and arts 
classes, funding for community- 
based centers is more important 
than ever, Chinn added. Yet fig¬ 
ures from Jones’s report showed 
fine arts museums, the symphony, 
the opera, and the ballet received 
80.9 percent of municipal arts 


funds, while multicultural arts 
programs got just 5.1 percent, fol¬ 
lowed by one-half of one percent 
for lesbian and gay programming, 
and .4 percent for women’s pro¬ 
grams. Small to mid-sized arts 
groups accounted for 13.2 percent 
of funding, according to Chinn. 

Institutionalized 

Discrimination 

Worse, said Chinn, has been 
the lack of coordination among 
city agencies for arts programs. 

“What it boils down to is insti¬ 
tutionalized discrimination,” she 
said. Now with renewed interest 
in Prop. A funds, Chinn told the 
B.A.R ., “This is somewhat of a 
glimmer of hope for us.” 

Rather than going into the 
board of supervisors as competi¬ 
tors for the funding- which Am¬ 
miano aide Mike Hsouh estimated 
could add up to more than $7 mil¬ 
lion- the QCC joined the Consor¬ 
tium of San Francisco Community 
Cultural Centers, which includes 


representatives from feminist and 
ethnic minority arts centers 
around the city. 

“We all share this dilemma,” 
said Chinn. “As a group, we can 
nudge the supervisors on how the 
city does and does not support the 
cultural centers.” 

QCC Board President Pam 
Peniston commented, “While we 
experienced a setback with the de¬ 
feat of Proposition A in 1993, 
through our affiliation and work 
with other neighborhood arts cen¬ 
ters across the city our members 
have all been able to create a much 
stronger arts community.” T

input from the arts commu¬ 
nity at their Saturday, Febru¬ 
ary 10 meeting scheduled 
from 1 to 3 p.m. at Theatre 
Rhinoceros, located at 2926

MAX Gears Up For 
Diverse Year of Activities

The Men’s Associated Ex¬ 
change (MAX) has big plans for 
gay men living in the Bay Area, in 
more ways than one, according to 
its executive director Frank Woo. 

The social group worked very 
hard in the past couple of years to 
transform itself into more than a 
crowd made up of white, gay men 
in suits, Woo said. 

The group aims to serve as an 
alternative to bars and clubs, for 
couples and singles alike. To this 
end, MAX features a variety of 
social, artistic, and sports activi¬ 
ties, as well as health-related sem¬ 
inars. Some events are catered, 
while others are potlucks held in 
private homes. Recently MAX 
members went rollerblading in 
Golden Gate Park, and over the 
Labor Day holiday they held a 
houseboat party at Lake Shasta. 

“You can’t do that by just 
going to a bar,” said Programming 
Committee Chair Byron Hancock. 

Hancock said that MAX spon¬ 
sors the wide range of events so as 
to appeal to an extensive group of 
people. “We used to be a pretty 
non-diverse group of white men 
between 30 to 40,” he acknowl¬ 


edged, but now members range 
from under the age of 25 to over 
70, and are of all ethnic back¬ 
grounds. 

The average age is still around 
33 years old. Woo said, but he 
added, “I’d like to stress for peo¬ 
ple who have heard of MAX and 
the negative stereotypes of MAX: 
I challenge them to come and look 
at the organization. Over the years 
we have changed our emphasis 
and concentrated on what we have 
been striving for the last eight 
years, and that is that we are a so¬ 
cial group for events that people 
would not typically go to.” 

Hancock added, “When you 
walk into a MAX event, you have 
‘permission’ to be friendly and to 
drop your guard.” 

MAX was started in 1987 and 
has grown to more than 800 mem¬ 
bers, making it the largest gay 
men’s social organization in the 
country, according to Woo. He 
told the B.A.R. that MAX operates 
as a mini-travel agency that books 
small and large group trips for 
members. Trips planned for 1996 
include Puerto Vallarta in Febru¬ 
ary, the Alps in April, London and 
Saratoga Springs in May, Vancou¬ 
ver, B.C. and Ashland in August, 


and Mendocino in November. The 
group has also started a site on the 
Worldwide Web. 

“We’re trying to reduce the 
cost of some events as well,” Han¬ 
cock added, “to appeal cerebrally 
to a number of people, and to cre¬ 
ate fellowship, which I think is the 
hallmark of MAX.” 

MAX’S TGIF get-togethers 
are held every first and third Fri¬ 
day of the month, usually drawing 
about 450 men, who show up in 
casual wear as well as in their 
work suits, said Woo. The next 
TGIF will be held February 2 at 
the City Club, located at 155 San- 
some Street on the 10th floor, be¬ 
ginning at 6 p.m. A $5 entrance 
fee is charged.

Community Discusses Oral Sex 
and HIV Transmission

Over 250 members of San 
Francisco’s gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity gathered at Metropolitan 
Community Church the evening 
of Friday, January 19 to discuss 
oral sex and HIV transmission. 

Flanked by gay and American 
flags, the forum had panelists 
from the San Francisco Health 
Department, The Brothers Net¬ 
work, the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, and the Stop AIDS 
Project, who hosted the event. 

“There is no indication that 
oral sex is becoming a new trans¬ 
mission method,” said Paul O’¬ 
Malley of the San Francisco 
Health Department. 

He conducted a study from 
1984 to 1992, in which he fol¬ 
lowed 675 gay and bisexual men 
for an average of four and half 
years, 49 of whom turned posi¬ 
tive. O'Malley said three - “less 
than one percent” - attributed 
their conversion to oral sex. 

One man's partner was HIV¬ 
positive; one claimed to have 
sucked off or had sex more than 
900 times - with over 400 guys in 
less than a year; and the third had 
gonorrhea in his throat at the time 
of transmission. 

“It does happen,” O’Malley 
said, “but again, I don't think the 
activity is fueling the epidemic.” 

He added there were masking 
factors involved in the study, be¬ 
cause one can never really say 
when and where transmission oc¬ 
curred over the course of a sexu¬ 


al encounter. 

Thicker membranes 

Oral sex is considered low 
risk compared to anal sex, O’¬ 
Malley said, because the mucus 
membrane in the mouth is thicker 
than the membranes in the anus, 
and saliva may also be an inhibit¬ 
ing factor to the virus. He also 
said being on the receptive end of 
things also decreases risk, and 
warned that people should be 
aware of any cuts or liaisons in 
their mouths. He reminded peo¬ 
ple “not to brush or floss just be¬ 
fore giving a blow job.” 

He said there is “some poten¬ 
tial” of HIV transmission from 
pre-cum, but added that the risk 
is probably lower due to the 
amount of fluid. 

Another factor which was dis¬ 
cussed was how infectious a per¬ 
son may be - viral load (the 
amount of HIV in the body) being 
greatest just after infection, and 
when a person develops full¬ 
blown AIDS. He attributed this to 
the high rates of transmission 
during the 1980s. 

“It is difficult to isolate oral 
sex from other sex acts,” said 
Hector Carrillo of the Stop AIDS 
Project. “The risk most likely 
varies on the situation of the sex¬ 
ual encounter - people should de¬ 
cide for themselves.” 

Carillo used the metaphor of 
driving one block without a seat 
belt, to describe the guilt and 
risks of oral sex. He explained 
there is a lot of discomfort, guilt. 


and emotions attached to AIDS 
because of the social stigma at¬ 
tached to sex. 

Panelist Larry Edmund of The 
Brothers Network, whose work 
focuses on HIV education among 
men of color, said from a cultural 
standpoint, sucking dick is often 
qualified as making one “less of a 
man,” when it should be intimate 
and fulfilling. Among other 
warnings he reminded the audi¬ 
ence not to “scrape or tooth the 
penis.” His favorite catch phrase: 
“Tasty, safety.” 

Questions and answers 

An intense question-and-an- 
swer period followed, where the 
panelists answered questions 
about cum, pre-cum, and other 
sexually transmitted diseases. 

The panelist agreed that other 
STDs were definitely more infec¬ 
tious than HIV, and may be life- 
threatening to people who are 
HIV-positive. 

A man who did not like suck¬ 
ing dick but felt that it was his 
calling “to eat ass” asked about 
the risks involved with rimming. 
O’Malley said make sure the per¬ 
son does not have an “unhealthy 
ass” (cuts, rash, or blood) and 
suggested the use of a barrier 
such as a dental dam. 

When asked what was the risk 
involved with going down on a 
woman, the panelist said HIV is 
present in all body fluids, includ¬ 
ing vaginal fluids, and one should 
avoid ingesting menstrual fluids. 

“It's terrific hearing people

talking this frankly,” one audi¬ 
ence member noted. 

“Great turnout. It just con¬ 
firmed what I knew,” said resi¬ 
dent Paul Haut. ▼

State of Disunion 


F or those who missed President 
Clinton’s State of the Union ad¬ 
dress on Tuesday night, or who 
might have inadvertently 
coughed between the words “with” and 
“senior,” here is the sum total of what 
our leader said about the epidemic that 
is killing us: 

“AIDS.” 

That’s it. Once. 

To be fair, this is how he used it in 
context: 

“And even as we enact savings in 
these programs, we must have a com¬ 
mon commitment to preserve the basic 
protections of Medicare and Medicaid, 
not just to the poor, but to people in 
working families, including children, 
people with disabilities, people with 
AIDS, senior citizens in nursing homes.” 

Even George Bush eventually man¬ 
aged to get in a whole paragraph about 
AIDS in his final State of the Union Ad¬ 
dress. Clinton didn’t, to his eternal dis¬ 
credit. 

Oh, and here’s what he said about 
gay and lesbian people: 


In other words, nada. 

The whole thing was enough to re¬ 
mind us that if the United States is, in 
fact, a union, we are still very much ex¬ 
cluded from it. 

Can it have escaped Clinton’s atten¬ 
tion that we gays and lesbians have be¬ 
come the most common and lucrative 
target of his right wing foes that used to 
bankroll itself by trafficking in anti¬ 
commie propaganda? Does he not no¬ 
tice that anti-gay rhetoric is ripping this 
“union” apart? Does he not think that it 
would have been worth setting aside 
some of those 64 minutes for a few sec¬ 
onds of reminding everyone that diver¬ 
sity is an American strength and that tol¬ 
erance isn’t just an ideal, but a necessi¬ 
ty? 

Of course, Clinton already had his 
hands full, navigating a House divided 
against itself - and the same with the 
Senate - and with all those grumpy 
GOPs sitting on their hands, but we 
have to admit we weren’t much more in¬ 
clined to jump up and cheer than they 
were. 

But if there’s one thing that can pro¬ 
voke us into praising the Prez, it’s the 
inevitable GOP response that follows 
his speeches. 

This year Bob Dole, that shrinking 
violet, accepted the awesome responsi¬ 
bility of facing all those voters - um, 
concerned citizens - and force-feeding 
them a bunch of (how to put this?) less- 


than-complete-truths. 

The Kansas senator and presidential 
candidate, looking for all the world like 
Nosferatu - but much, much older - 
gravely informed the viewing audience 
that the GOP’s rancorous partisanship is 
actually some kind of investment in 
kids. Hmm. Considering the lack of in¬ 
terest Republicans exhibit on virtually 
every issue of importance to youth - ed¬ 
ucation, job training, and the mainte¬ 
nance of an adequate healthcare system, 
to name three - it was a little like hear¬ 
ing Wile E. Coyote professing his con¬ 
cern for road runners. 

Oh, and he said less about AIDS, and 
exactly as much about gays, as Clinton. 
As if that’s a surprise. 

A recent trip beyond this country’s 
borders drove home for us the point that 
the “union” of America is unraveling 
fast. As we have long suspected, jour¬ 
nalists in other countries report on this 
Congress and the budget brouhaha as 
though they were covering wild beasts. 
Their communications from Washing¬ 
ton come off as a sort of Mutual of 
Omaha’s Wild Kingdom, and it’s almost 
funny to see them straining to explain to 
their viewers that they aren’t inventing 
the story. 

No, they have to reiterate, America 
isn’t really out of money; it’s just that 
the foxes are in the henhouse. The 
whole thing is so absurd - particularly 
since they’re talking about a country 
that was so visionary 50 years ago - the 
television correspondents can’t even 
wipe the expressions of disdain from 
their faces. And who can blame them? 

Meanwhile, in their countries, there 
is no stampede to the far right; the social 
fabric has not been shredded; and when 
the policies have, through time and 
changing circumstances, failed, they do 
not talk of junking them, but fixing 
them. 

We couldn’t help but remember that 
when we watched Clinton in his speech, 
proclaiming the old era (and what used 
to be called a war on poverty) dead. He 
may be correct in his assessment, but it 
seemed inappropriate to make the an¬ 
nouncement of such an important and 
sad death with the expression he wore. 

Closer to home - and in a complete¬ 
ly different vein - we offer our sincere 
congratulations to Rudy Galindo, the 
San Jose skater whose victory Sunday 
makes him the highest-ranking openly 
gay athlete in America. 

Rudy, your grace and style are a 
thing of beauty, a joy forever, and a re¬ 
minder of all that’s good. Thanks. T

A fter more than 270,000 deaths, ten 
years of research and $35 billion, a 
“cure” for AIDS still eludes us. Noth¬ 
ing will change as long as two obsta¬ 
cles in the gay community remain: denial of an 
abusive lifestyle and community politics. 

If you drink alcohol, smoke cigarettes or 
take recreational drugs (ecstasy, crystal meth, 
poppers, etc.) on a regular basis, you have a 
substance abuse problem. With that prescrip¬ 
tion we don’t need a virus to destroy our im¬ 
mune system. AIDS is primarily a result of 
toxic build-up through use of recreational/hard 
drugs, alcohol, tobacco, environmental factors 
and AZT. 

The rationale for using the toxic AZT in 
treating healthy antibody-positives and PWAs 
is based on the false assumption of 100% fa¬ 
tality, but long-term survivors continue to 
prove the AIDS Establishment wrong. Anti- 
body-positive men are thriving 10-15 years 
and push the envelope farther each year. 
There are long-term AIDS survivors and 
some have recovered. I’ve been living with 
AIDS for almost 13 years. 

Most long-term, healthy survivors have 
detoxed their lives and strengthened their im¬ 
mune systems through good nutrition, exer¬ 
cise, stress reduction and a healthy lifestyle, 
not drug use. My KS diagnosis has been in 
total remission since 1989 because I eliminat¬ 
ed my toxic input. If you can’t quit something, 
take steps to cut down. Drug addicts have been 
dying of TB, dementia and pneumonia for 
decades, usually by their mid-forties. Gay men 
have joined that statistic, but now we call it 
AIDS. 

Our community’s political stance on Peter 
Duesberg’s theory that AIDS is the result of 
drug abuse and AZT, not HIV, is also based on 
denial. It’s more comfortable to shirk responsi¬ 
bility for our personal behavior and blame a 
“virus,” labeling anyone who disagrees with us 
a homophobe or a flat-earther. However, until 
we accept responsibility for our own destruc¬ 
tive habits and take steps to stop them with the 
support of our community, needless suffering 
will continue. 

Another factor in the denial picture is HIV 
antibody-negative men holding on to the HIV 
belief, giving themselves a false sense of secu¬ 
rity as long as they continue to test negative. 
This illusion of safety is often taken as license 
for continued recreational drug and alcohol 
abuse which will eventually debilitate the im¬ 
mune system. 

Even more destructive are healthy anti¬ 
body-positive men who take AZT prophylacti- 
cally and continue their destructive lifestyle 
with substance abuse. This is part of the Amer¬ 
ican mindset that “As long as I take a pill it can 
be business as usual.” Every drug has some 
toxic side effect that accumulates over time. 
Altering lifestyle, not prescribing drugs, is pre¬ 
ventative health care. 

Peter Duesberg has pointed out that amyl 
nitrite (poppers), which was manufactured by 
AZT-maker Burroughs-Wellcome (now Glaxo- 
Wellcome), is carcinogenic and contributes to 
Kaposi’s sarcoma. So do tobacco, recreational 
drugs and alcohol. Even more alarming are the 
carcinogenic chemotherapy drugs like AZT, 
ddl, ddC, and D4T. AZT causes cancer in lab¬ 
oratory rats and long-term use may cause can¬ 
cer in humans. 

Duesberg certainly doesn’t have all the an¬ 
swers. In addition to drug toxicity, there are 
many opportunistic infections contributing to 
the total immune decline, including hepatitis 
and herpes, as well as environmental factors 
and candidiasis (intestinal yeast overgrowth). 

The road to health and recovery lies not in 
prescription or recreational drugs, but in 
strengthening our physical and emotional 
selves. Those of us who are long-term survivors 
know that, as far as drugs go, less is more. Re¬ 
covery from AIDS and living healthy with a 
positive antibody test will only come from 
strengthening the body, not injuring it with sub¬ 
stance abuse and toxic drugs like AZT. ▼

Recently you printed a letter authored by one of 
our officers. Captain Southard, an administrator of 
one of our many programs here in San Francisco. The 
letter was in response to an article previously printed 
in the Bay Area Reporter. He did this without my re¬ 
view or approval. 

Captain Southard’s letter was wrong in that it inac¬ 
curately confused the social mission of the Salvation 
Army with what we see as internal religious beliefs. 
This was inappropriate and offensive not only to the 
gay/lesbian community but to many. 

Like many other religious organizations, we have 
position statements on a number of issues that are used 
internally for spiritual guidance of our congregational 
membership. It is our policy not to impose these views 
or practices on those we serve, volunteers or employees. 

Our mission is to serve humanity without discrimi¬ 
nation or judgment. In San Francisco we are doing this 
successfully at five major service centers. At these sites 
over 360 full-time employees serve thousands of peo¬ 
ple every year. Many gays and lesbians are on our pay¬ 
rolls. Many of the people we serve are gay and lesbian. 

The Salvation Army shares with the gay and les¬ 
bian community the concern to provide quality ser¬ 
vices to people suffering from AIDS. In 1995, for ex¬ 
ample, our Harbor Light Center admitted 1,800 men 
and women into detox, many with HIV/AIDS. More 
than 800 men and women entered our residential re¬ 
habilitation programs which include special services 
for 50 people living with HIV/AIDS. Our Senior 
Meals & Activities Program served 464,000 meals 
last year at 29 sites, including an adult day health cen¬ 
ter that serves people with the AIDS virus. 

You see, the Salvation Army is about love. We are 
inclusive, not exclusive. We do not discriminate. Re¬ 
spect is afforded to all persons; lifestyle is not judged; 
gays and lesbians are recognized as full, equal and 
contributing citizens. It is our goal to “love our neigh¬ 
bor as ourselves” and we do. That’s what the Salva¬ 
tion Army is all about. Jesus said, “Whosoever will, 
may come.” We say, “Amen.” 

We apologize for the confusion and the hurt caused 
by Captain Southard’s unauthorized letter. We will 
continue to serve the gay/lesbian community as best 
we can within what our limited resources permit us to 
do. We will work hard to be more sensitive to the is¬ 
sues that will allow us to build stronger, more under¬ 
standing relationships.

Castro planners 

Anyone who has been around the Castro over the 
past ten years has seen many changes. Some may say 
these are positive, and some may say these are in¬ 
evitable.

Therefore, several residents have gotten together 
to take a pro-active stance so that we all become in¬ 
formed, active participants in the changes. We have 
named the group CAPA (Castro Area Planning and 
Action), and have been around for less than three 
months. Our first order of business is to recognize and 
discuss the root of these changes and see if there is 
any way that a group of residents, merchants and 
community services can have an impact. But we are in 
the early stages of our group and are looking at sever¬ 
al ways to proceed. 

We have begun research on ways to include com¬ 
munity input on issues that affect the neighborhood. We 
are planning a weekend gathering of city planners and 
architects to discuss a long-term view on the growth of 
the neighborhood. We have already begun working 
with Merchants of Upper Market, the Eureka Valley 
Promotion Association, the Coalition of San Francisco 
Neighborhoods and San Francisco Tomorrow. 

We do, therefore, disagree with your guest editori¬ 
al two weeks ago that said that if we sit back and let 
corporate interests rule the neighborhood, the city will 
prevent the area’s demise. We want and need to be an 
active part of the changes in the area, in the business¬ 
es, in the streets and in City Hall. We encourage any¬ 
one who has an interest in the future of the Castro to 
attend our meetings, held the second Thursday of 
every month at 7 p.m. and one Saturday every month 
at noon at the Eureka Valley Center in Collingwood 
Park. Our next meeting is on Saturday, January 27.

Unreliable Alice 

This is a letter to voters in our community who 
have used the candidate recommendations of the 
Alice B. Toklas Democratic Club. 

I was in attendance recently when the Toklas PAC 
interviewed candidates running for Municipal Court 
judge in the March primary. After witnessing the hos¬ 
tile and arbitrary treatment by the interviewers, I can 
assure you that no longer will I give the Toklas rec¬ 
ommendations any credence. 

Incredibly, interviews were directed by the cam¬ 
paign manager (Robert Barnes) for one of the candi¬ 
dates in the race (Matthew Rothschild). This would be 
an obvious procedural corruption to anyone with de¬ 
mocratic beliefs. 

At the very least, I think we should expect our 
clubs to have basic standards of fairness and common 
courtesy. Lesbian or gay candidates such as Kay Ts- 
enin and Ron Albers who have made important con¬ 
tributions to the community particularly deserve re¬ 
spectful and evenhanded treatment. 

Any trust placed in the Alice B. Toklas recommen¬ 
dations is unwarranted until they reform their process. 


An opportunity 
for discussion 

I appreciate the efforts which the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has made to honestly cover all of the issues in¬ 
volved in my efforts to raise questions about how the 
Salvation Army conducts its tax supported social ser¬ 
vices programs. No one has questioned the many 
good works which the Salvation Army - or, for that 
matter, the many other church-related social services 
agencies - do. However, the institutionalized homo¬ 
phobia implicit in the beliefs of many of these reli¬ 
gious organizations has led to at times questionable 
treatment of lesbian and gay clients. 

This controversy created by the homophobic letter 
from a Salvation Army functionary that appeared in 
the B.A.R. provided a golden opportunity for a serious 
thoughtful discussion of how to allow taxpayer sup¬ 
port for religious affiliated social services, and protect 
the rights and dignity of their clients. Instead what oc¬ 
curred was a refusal by board members to look be¬ 
neath the surface of this problem and address long¬ 
standing structural and institutional unfairness. 

Presently, Republican-sponsored legislation is 
under consideration to allow direct funding of church¬ 
es themselves, regardless of discriminatory tenets. 
This makes this discussion even more urgent. 

I introduced a formal request from the board ask¬ 
ing the Human Rights Commission to convene a task 
force to look into problems and tensions existing be¬ 
tween churches and religious-affiliated social services 
agencies and minority clients. The Salvation Army is 
not alone in having serious conflicts between its reli¬ 
gious views and the legal requirement that they not 
discriminate in providing services. 

While I understand the challenge this issue posed 
for my respected colleagues, I feel that it left us run¬ 
ning in place instead of moving forward, which is our 
right and destiny. I am confident that the HRC task 
force can find ways to protect churches’ rights and set 
reasonable standards of conduct to protect the dignity 
and rights of lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgendered 
clients. I am hopeful that a process has been begun 
that can find a workable, fair solution.

Caring and cocoa at Kaiser 

I have watched with interest the increasing attacks 
on Northern California Kaiser as a health provider. 
While Kaiser may be guilty of many sins, providing 
bonus payments to physicians for keeping down costs 
is not among them. Your accusers have confused 
Kaiser with the for-profit HMOs which sometimes 
employ this practice. 

I worked for many years with the Medical Society 
of the County of New York. There were twelve thou¬ 
sand physicians working privately in that organization. 
The amount of competent practitioners was alarming¬ 
ly low. Heading up the grievance committee of the So¬ 
ciety, I was continually shocked by the poor level of 
care by men who were trained to protect and heal us. 
(Oddly, women physicians were never on the shit list 
- they worked tirelessly to succeed at their profession.) 

Frankly, the level of care I have observed at Kaiser 
has far exceeded any care I have received or watched 
others receive in the private sector. A friend who died 
of AIDS was given extraordinarily expensive 
chemotherapy and radiation treatments far past the 
point I would have expected, despite the tiny chances 
for improvement. He finally ended his treatment him¬ 
self: Kaiser physicians never gave up in the face of the 
fatal prognosis. I have not ever seen the type of kind¬ 
ness extended to him at Kaiser in private practice. 

One doctor had him come in weekly, and all she 
could do for him was make him a cup of hot choco¬ 
late, which he loved. There was nothing else medical¬ 
ly to do. He counted on her and would often tell me, 
“Oh, I must not miss my appointment!” She was 
never too rushed or impatient or busy to see him. She 
did it only because she cared. No bonus for her! 

Does Kaiser have faults? You betcha. But if you 
want to hear criminal stories of neglect in the private 
sector, I can curl your hair and turn it snow white with 
tales of horror from private care. Or go into Healing 
Alternatives Foundation and look up the private docs 
in their library and read what actual patients have 
written. It ain’t pretty! It ranges from outright neglect 
to sexual molestation. Yipes! The Kaiser physicians 
come off pretty good in these frank assessments. At 
least they aren’t accused of groping the patients. 

The point is: Choose your doctors carefully and 
know what their reputation is. There are fabulous docs 
at Kaiser and crummy ones as well. Know before you 
get sick who can be on your team and work success¬ 
fully with you. Most of the docs I have met are pretty 
passive with patients who don’t take charge of their 
care. As Bemie Siegel {Love, Medicine, Miracles ) 
says, “If it doesn’t say troublemaker on your medical 
chart, you haven’t done your job as a patient!”

Hypocritic oath taker? 

This letter is in regard to Dr. Pawlik’s response to 
the ACT UP/Golden Gate protest at Kaiser Perma- 
nente on World AIDS Day. 

Dr. Pawlik, you did a poor job as my “caregiver.” 
In September of 1993 my t-cell count fell below 200. 
You never once discussed with me the implications of 
this test result. It wasn’t until I saw a different doctor 
that I was made aware of the fact that at this level I 
should be on septra for PCP - or, for that matter, that 
I was technically, according to the federal govern¬ 
ment, living with full-blown AIDS. 

In July of 1994 I developed HLP. As it progressed 
I thought it was a bizarre form of herpes. I found that 
if I took 800 to 1200 mg acyclovir per day, it would 
suppress the HLP. As you prescribed only 200 to 400 
mg a day to suppress my normal herpes outbreaks, the 
Kaiser pharmacy refused to refill by prescription 
when I ran out. In fact, a certain pharmacist accused 
me of selling my acyclovir on the street! When I dis¬ 
cussed this with you, you told me that there was no 
proof that acyclovir had any effect on HLP and the 
FDA had not approved it as a treatment. 

Furthermore you told me that I should try to make 
do with one 200 mg dose of acyclovir per day. I told 
you that I had found the higher dosage to be extreme¬ 
ly effective against HLP and that even 200 mg twice a 
day was occasionally ineffective against my normal 
herpes outbreaks. You ignored my anecdotal evi¬ 
dence, and stated that I would have to make do with 
what you prescribed. In tears I begged you for more 
acyclovir to control the HLP and the herpes. You fi¬ 
nally agreed. However, there was one condition: I had 
to pay for the acyclovir out of my own pocket. 

You called my prescription in to Walgreen’s. You 
did not write me a prescription, as I could have taken 
that to Kaiser and had it filled for the $10 co-pay; you 
deliberately forced me to pay cash for this drug. This 
drug cost almost $200 per 30-day supply. You pun¬ 
ished me, monetarily, for questioning your orders. 

This is just one instance of your compassionate 
caregiving. 

Admittedly I had the choice of switching doctors, 
and, in fact, a certain Dr. Metz in dermatology finally 
agreed to prescribe the acyclovir specifically to sup¬ 
press the HLP. But doctor, I had been your patient for 
several years. I wanted to work with you. I needed 
your guidance and help. Instead, at your hands, I suf¬ 
fered scorn and punishment. 

Thank you. Dr. Pawlik, for speaking out. You’ve 
provided me with the profound satisfaction of rebuk¬ 
ing a hypocrite.

The perils of adoption 

Although I appreciate the idealistic sentimentalities 
expressed by social worker Carolyn Ritchie in the De¬ 
cember 21 story on the homeless, I believe from expe¬ 
rience that “adopting” a homeless person can be like 
adopting a wounded rattlesnake - as soon as it’s well 
you’re liable to get not gratitude but a serious bite. 

“Sticking my neck out,” as she puts it, nearly got it 
chopped off. The experiences have been educational - 
either someone can seem to accept that PG&E, rent, 
food, and basic expenses must be paid monthly, or 
not. Those that can, seem to have homes - those that 
can’t, remain homeless, seeking to be “adopted.” 

If a five-year-old child steals money or lies, some¬ 
how that’s a child learning. But what about a self-ab¬ 
sorbed 55-year old? For nearly three and a half years 
I “helped” a homeless man who lied; stole money, 
jewelry, and clothes; violated trust; and then went off 
again to skip down Castro Street with a harmonica 
and cardboard box, or a clipboard from a “church” so¬ 
liciting donations to “help the homeless,” but in actu¬ 
ality to support his heroin addiction. 

Well-intentioned strangers give this person (and 
others like him) money, perhaps ignorant (as I once 
was) to what the money is really used for, or the string 
of human beings left along the line that tried to help 
and were robbed, lied to, and abused by them with the 
“Feel sorry for me. I’m homeless” routine. 

Perhaps if it weren’t so easy for some street people 
to receive money from well-intentioned - but naive - 
benefactors, it wouldn’t be so easy for them to buy the 
drugs that keep them living on the streets, and “bot¬ 
tom out,” as the 12-step programs put it, instead. 

Ms. Ritchie may mean well, but adopting children 
is one thing - “adopting” adults is like taking in the 
wolf in sheep’s clothing. Charity groups have recom¬ 
mended if you feel like helping the homeless, donate 
money, food, or clothing to places like Glide, St. An¬ 
thony’s, or shelters, but bringing a homeless person 
into your home can be both dangerous and disillu¬ 
sioning. 

In spite of how I wished it would have worked out, 
or want to believe it can work out, the warnings of the 
“cynical,” as I once called them, proved true. Many 
homeless are learning the karma of abusing others and 
“burning their bridges behind them.” Anand 

San Francisco 
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Capitol Gains 
and Losses 



T he Republicans have taken 
over the California Assem¬ 
bly for the first time in 
decades, and the once- 
mighty Democrats aren’t happy 
campers. Sacramento political ob¬ 
servers are quietly chuckling at 
the Democrats’ discomfort, partic¬ 
ularly at those Dems who held im¬ 
portant committee posts in the 
days of Speaker Willie Brown.

Yes, Democrats now find 
themselves in the minority, and 
though many knew they were in 
for a drubbing, that hasn’t stopped 
them from complaining bitterly 
this week as they watched new 
Republican Assembly Speaker 
Curt Pringle of Garden Grove, an 
archconservative, dump them 
from their remaining 13 commit¬ 
tee chairmanships. All committees 
in the once Democratic-dominated 
Assembly are now headed by Re¬ 
publicans, and to add insult to in¬ 
jury, Democrats were plopped into 
a lottery system last week to pick 
their new offices - naturally the 
smallest and least desirable digs in 
the Capitol. 

On the most powerful Assem¬ 
bly committees, Republicans 
wound up with generous majori¬ 
ties of 13-8 on Budget and Appro¬ 
priations and 8-4 on Governmen¬ 
tal Organization- the two panels 
that draw the heaviest political 
contributions for their members. 
Clearly, the Republicans are now 
firmly in control of the Assembly 
despite their razor-thin majority. 

Among the front-burner issues 
of the new GOP-run body are such 
controversial ones as a law requir¬ 
ing voters to show a photo ID at 
the polls, another that would per¬ 
mit paddling of juvenile graffiti 
vandals, a proposal approved this 
week by the Republicans that will 
allow the continued use of methyl 
bromide (a highly toxic insecti¬ 
cide gas used by farmers), and so¬ 
cial legislation certain to generate 
controversy, such as a measure 
that would prevent California 
from recognizing same-sex mar¬ 
riages performed in other states. 

There’s no doubt about it: Re¬ 
publicans are now in control of the 
lower house lock, stock and bar¬ 
rel, and the Democrats have no 
choice but to tough it out - at least 
until the next election. However, 
don’t feel too sorry for the Dems. 
As one senior Sacramento journal¬ 
ist put it this week, “Republicans 
are doing nothing to Democrats 
under the new GOP regime other 
than what former Speaker Willie 
Brown did to Republicans over 
and over during his 14-year 
reign.”

Soon-to-be assemblyperson 
and current Supe Carole Migden 
told the Chron’s Matier & Ross 
that she’s already scouting out 
digs in Sacramento. She wants “a 
condo or apartment with a shag 
carpet [!] and a big TV near the 
Capitol and near a salad bar.” This 
prompted a phone call to me from 
a lesbian, no fan of Migden’s, who 
quipped, “Knowing Carole’s ego, 
she will probably have one of her 
flacks contact [Pete] Wilson 
about the availability of the gover¬ 
nor’s mansion.” 

Migden, incidentally, will be 
running unopposed in the March 
26 Democratic primary for elec¬ 
tion to the remainder of Da 
Mayor’s term in the 13th District. 
She faces a showdown with her 


Republican opponent in the No¬ 
vember general election. 

In other legislative races of in¬ 
terest to San Franciscans, long¬ 
time political hack Lou Papan 
could be headed for a political 
comeback in the 19th District. 
Congresswomen Nancy Pelosi 
(D-SF) and Lynn Woolsey (D- 
Marin) should have little trouble 
with their November GOP oppo¬ 
nents. In the 12th District, incum¬ 
bent Democrat Tom Lantos 
should easily defeat Republican 
Storm Jenkins. However, Jenkins 
is a good campaigner, and many 
of Lantos’s own supporters pri¬ 
vately feel it is about time for the 
veteran Democrat to retire. 

And speaking of Washington 
politicos, Speaker Newt Gingrich 
recently congratulated his kid sis¬ 
ter Candace on her television 
debut, playing the (bit) part of a 
minister officiating at a lesbian 
wedding on a recent Friends. 
Newt said, “I’m delighted that she 
is a success” and noted that he 
also has another sister, Susan, 
“who belongs to the Christian 
Coalition, who has not been ap¬ 
proached about doing a situation 
comedy.” Gee, Newt, maybe 
Ralph Reed could use her in one 
of his anti-abortion docs. 

As for Candace, well, she’s 
about to hit the road on behalf of 
the Human Rights Campaign in 
hopes of ridding Congress of anti¬ 
gay lawmakers in the November 
election. Ms. Gingrich and the 
HRC will target some 150 con¬ 
gressional races in 40 states where 
anti-gay members now hold 
power. “The entire U.S. House is 
up for re-election this year, and I 
think the Congress that was voted 
into office in 1994 is largely un¬ 
friendly to gays as far as equal 
protection and is not committed to 
fighting against AIDS. So we need 
to make sure it doesn’t happen 
again,” she explains. 

Although Candace says she 
particularly wants to oust homo¬ 
phobes like Jesse Helms and Bob 
Dornan, her brother Newt isn’t on 
her hit list, though he has often 
voiced his opposition to a federal 
anti-gay discrimination law and 
has compared homosexuality to 
alcoholism. “While Speaker Gin¬ 
grich hasn’t been supportive of 
equal protection for gay people 
thus far, he has not taken every 
single opportunity and turned it 
into gay bashing, which Helms 


and Dornan have,” a statement 
from Ms. Gingrich and the Human 
Rights Campaign maintains. 

On a trip to Beijing last week. 
Senator Dianne Feinstein was 
only one of a larger congressional 
delegation, but it was clearly DiFi 
who was the star of the group. 
When the current Chinese Presi¬ 
dent Jiang Zemin was mayor of 
Shanghai, he was once a guest at 
then-Mayor Feinstein’s San Fran¬ 
cisco home, and the two, despite 
many differences, have remained 
friends. Feinstein, long an advo¬ 
cate of Chinese-American rela¬ 
tions, recognizes the importance 
of a more “positive relationship” 
with the world’s most populous 
country, saying that “here’s the 
largest country in the entire world, 
but the president [Jiang] has never 
been to Washington for a state 
visit. What the American people 
have to begin to understand is the 
importance of this relationship. It 
is important for peace; it is impor¬ 
tant for security; it is also impor¬ 
tant for economic well-being.” 

An unusually bitter fight going 
on for seats on the Democratic 
County Central Committee in the 
March primary. Why? The power¬ 
ful committee can now endorse in 
even “non-partisan” races.

Culturally appropriate 

Yes, I’m leading back to last 
summer, when my skepticism of 
the Freedom Day Parade theme of 
“A World Without Borders” re¬ 
sulted in this paper receiving a 
highly critical letter which advo¬ 
cated high levels of immigration 
to California by people intent on 
avoiding cultural assimilation. 
Last month, the Chronicle and Ex¬ 
aminer each ran an article in the 
same Sunday edition about immi¬ 
grants taking “culturally appropri¬ 
ate” steps to resist assimilation, 
especially to prevent their daugh¬ 
ters’ assimilation. The Chronicle 
article was about Muslims in the 
Bay Area who keep their preteen 
daughters out of school to protect 
them from “corrupting Western 
influences,” the Examiner’s about 
African and Middle Eastern immi¬ 
grants acting to prevent their 
daughters becoming “wild Ameri¬ 
cans” by introducing into the 
United States the practice of fe¬ 
male genital mutilation. 

The correct political line 
which we lesbians are supposed 
to espouse, as part of the progres¬ 
sive “community” (if I may co¬ 
opt the smarmy misuse of a per¬ 
fectly good word), is that all cul¬ 
tures are equally valid and posi¬ 
tive, making value judgments 
about another culture is oppres¬ 
sive, and cultural value judgments 
by Europeans or Euro-Americans 
are especially elitist, inappropri¬ 
ate and imperialistic. To quote the 
Chronicle article: “Even some 
feminists raised in the Muslim 
tradition hesitate to condemn the 
practice of keeping girls from 
school. They say that families 
have a right to preserve their own 
cultural island in the hostile sea of 
secular America.” 


I agree that people should as¬ 
pire to values higher than the low¬ 
est public common denominator. 
Nonetheless, I could not live with 
myself as a human being if I did 
not take the reported-upon phe¬ 
nomena as evidence that some cul¬ 
tures suck. Moreover, I fail to see 
how anyone claiming to be an ad¬ 
vocate of “human rights” can ex¬ 
cuse these practices in any way, 
shape or form - multicultural ism 
be damned. 

Political superstitions 

Actually, I do know how pop 
progressivism can reconcile 
vague, lesbian/feminist-flavored 
catch phrases with 
its spineless, 

feel-good distaste 
for making moral 
judgments about 
different cultures: 
through a pair of po¬ 
litical superstitions. 
One superstition, in 
vogue in women’s 
studies departments 
across North Ameri¬ 
ca, is that once we 
tear down academic 
traditions and politi¬ 
cal systems in which 
white males (the 
“summit people”) have tradition¬ 
ally been overrepresented, the 
greater wisdom of the non-elite 
(the “valley people”) will usher in 
a new, improved society. 

The part these cultural prac¬ 
tices play in a more just society is 
beyond me. But the second super¬ 
stition purports to explain that. 
Non-assimilated minorities are ex¬ 
pected to develop first a group po¬ 
litical identity, then a superidenti¬ 
ty as part of an all-minority coali¬ 
tion. Then, once minorities are the 
majority in California and the 
U.S., women and queers will 
share power, because our fellow 
minorities will magically respect 
us and our culture as equal to 
theirs, in true multicultural fash¬ 
ion. Though most immigrants 
come from macho or Confucian 
cultures, the “pan-minority” iden¬ 
tity that unites all oppressed peo¬ 
ples in America will supersede 
these family-oriented cultural her¬ 
itages without all that annoying 
assimilation. 

As if! Like it or not, the pop 
progressivists among us have 
some uncomfortable clues to get - 
one being that the new voters with 
which they’d like to stack the deck 
could vote for sexism and homo¬ 
phobia (which makes those fan¬ 
tasies of a Chicano militia re¬ 
claiming parts of California for 
Mexico kind of scary, eh?). An¬ 
other clue is that Hyphenated 
Americanism has much to recom¬ 
mend it, like the common base 
identity that makes diversity 
work. Both Irish-Americans and 
African-Americans, for example, 
differ from their Old World coun¬ 
terparts in ways that benefit both 
themselves and the whole. Beats 
the hell out of multiple Quebec 
question syndrome. 

Even if the demand for Ameri¬ 
ca’s goodies weren’t beginning to 
exceed supply, there’s still the 
matter of people wanting the 
Western paycheck without the 
Western values of the rights and 
dignity of the individual - values 
upon which female and lesbian 
freedom depend. If cultural values 
are not all relative, then the ques¬ 
tion is who sets the standards. Any 
lesbian who dares will be branded 
an elitist, culturally biased, dis¬ 
criminatory. Fortunately, some of 
us care enough about our rights 
and survival to insist on standards 
and our having a say in setting 
them. T

A three-year-old research en¬ 
dowment for lesbian medical care 
is turning to gay men for a new 
fundraising campaign called 
“Brothers For Sisters,” which will 
rely on a letter-writing campaign 
among concerned gay men. 

The Lesbian Health Fund 
(LHF) began the campaign last 
month, relying on six gay male 
physicians who will write letters 
soliciting donations to their col¬ 
leagues and friends. Since its in¬ 
ception, LHF has already given 
over $100,000 to lesbian health 
researchers to find out, for exam¬ 
ple, ways to improve lesbians’ ac¬ 
cess to gynecological care, the im¬ 
plications of HIV and lesbians, 
and artificial insemination issues 
for would-be lesbian moms. 

‘The fund is almost exclusive¬ 
ly lesbian and bisexual women 
supported, managed, and distrib¬ 
uted,” according to Marj Plumb, 
chair of LHF’s Fundraising Com¬ 
mittee. “And it’s specifically to 
get researchers to do more re¬ 
search on lesbian and bisexual 
women’s health issues.” 

LHF is a project of the Gay 
and Lesbian Medical Association 
(GLMA), a national organization 
started in 1982 by gay and lesbian 
doctors as the American Associa¬ 
tion of Physicians for Human 
Rights. 

The Brothers For Sisters cam¬ 
paign was devised not only to re¬ 
dress many lesbians’ concerns that 
research into their own health is¬ 
sues has gone unaddressed in the 
midst of overwhelming demands 
placed on the community with the 
AIDS epidemic, but also to give 
concerned men a way to donate. 
Plumb said. A common remark 
that she has heard from gay men 
is, “I would have [given] but no¬ 
body asked. And I didn’t know if I 
could come to the [fundraising] 
event.” 

“I think oftentimes with les¬ 
bian projects, at least in my 15 
years of experience, there is a 
great deal of support within the 
gay male community, but they 
don’t know how to support lesbian 
projects,” she told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“We’ve solicited six gay men 
to solicit their friends and col¬

leagues and to get men to solicit 
other men for lesbian projects. 
We’re hopeful that it’s really 
going to be a major support for the 
Lesbian Health Fund.” 

All six men are physicians, but 
Plumb said that that profession 
was merely a logical starting 
point. 

Plumb has effectively advocat¬ 
ed for change in public health and 
research issues for the past 15 
years with the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights, the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, and oth¬ 
ers. She is currently with the Of¬ 
fice of Gay and Lesbian Concerns 
in the New York Department of 
Public Health. 

The GLMA is no exception to 
a base of support among gay men, 
she added, and many gay male 
physicians have always supported 
LHF’s ideals and goals. “We felt 
like because the Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association was already a 
co-gender organization, already 
there was a group of men just out¬ 
side the door.” With this project, a 
door is opened for financial sup¬ 
port for medical research that they 
might already support in their 
hearts, she said. 

“The relationships between the 
two gender communities has been 
strained often. I think that some of 


Free Breast Cancer 
Screening for Low-Income, 
Uninsured Women

No news is never good news 
when it comes to breast cancer. 
Women, particularly those 50 and 
older, should get regular mam¬ 
mography screening and breast 
exams, but it’s tempting to skip 
them if your insurance doesn’t 
cover them, or if you are unin¬ 
sured. 

Summit Medical Center in 
Oakland has made that problem 
disappear with the start of a free 
breast cancer screening and fol¬ 
low-up program for low-income 
and uninsured women, beginning 
this month. 

“Many women at risk for 
breast cancer miss out on screen¬ 
ing because they lack health insur¬ 
ance or proper funds,” said Leslie 
Paine, Manager of the Markstein 
Cancer Education and Prevention 
Center. “Yet a simple screening 
can save a life. 

“The Breast Cancer Early De¬ 


tection Program is providing ser¬ 
vices for women 40 and over who 
couldn’t otherwise afford breast 
exams and mammograms.” 

Another benefit is the free fol¬ 
low-up care for abnormal mam¬ 
mographies through this special 
program. For instance, a woman 
who went in at the beginning of 
January when the program first 
started, and then had to go back 
for a biopsy of her breast, is cur¬ 
rently getting all her medical bills 
at Summit paid for. 

Paine told the B.A.R. that fol¬ 
low-up appointments are sched¬ 
uled for all women who go in for 
screening. 

The entire program is being 
sponsored by the California De¬ 
partment of Health Services, and 
funded in part by the state’s two- 
cent tobacco tax. ▼

T V Guide is the nation’s 
largest weekly magazine, 
with a circulation of 14 
million. In the December 
30 issue, the “Cheers & Jeers” col¬ 
umn in the ubiquitous magazine 
gave a well-deserved jeer to the 
ABC Television Network, for 
being unduly “nervous about the 
‘adult humor’ in an episode of 
Roseanne that featured a same-sex 
wedding.” Just two weeks later, 
however, TV Guide has complete¬ 
ly - and inexplicably - back¬ 
tracked. 

In the January 13 issue, TV 
Guide jeered itself - for having 
criticized ABC and “trying to play 
programmers.” The “Cheers & 
Jeers” column apologetically ex- 
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plains, “ABC, it turns out, was ab¬ 
solutely right to reschedule the 
Roseanne gay wedding episode to 
9:30 p.m. (rather than 8 p.m.). Not 
because it was scandalous in any 
way: The star-studded, stereotype- 
crashing half hour was the sit¬ 
com’s best episode of the season. 
Nah, the later slot simply meant 
that more people would catch the 
hilarity.” 

Incredibly, 7V Guide now ex¬ 
pects readers to believe that 
ABC’s last-minute, heterosexist 
decision to reschedule Roseanne's 
gay wedding episode, despite na¬ 
tional protests by the series’ star 
and creator was, after all, a well- 
planned, affirmative effort by the 
network to promote gay visibility. 

While Roseanne’ s gay wed¬ 
ding episode did earn the series its 
highest rating since the season 
premiere, 7V Guide's revisionist 
history assigns a benign motive 
where none existed. No one at 
ABC ever hinted - before or after 
the broadcast - that the network 
delayed the episode’s airtime be¬ 
cause it was one of Roseanne' s 
best. The network never suggested 
that the episode was rescheduled 
to ensure a larger audience. Quite 
the contrary. 

In fact, ABC specifically 
rescheduled the gay wedding 
episode to ensure a smaller audi¬ 
ence - of children. “We felt the 
adult humor within the show was 
more appropriate at a later time 
period when there are fewer chil¬ 
dren in the audience,” said ABC 
spokesperson Janice Gretenmeyer. 

The gross conflation of “adult” 
and “homosexual” content reflects 
a pernicious media tendency to 
define homosexuality in the most 
restrictive terms. Why 7V Guide 
could see through ABC’s hetero¬ 
sexist bias two weeks ago, but is 
blind to it now, remains something 
of a mystery. 

One thing is still certain, 
though. The vicious desire to 
“protect” children from homosex¬ 
uality (rather than homophobia) is 
no cause for cheer. In defending 
ABC’s decision as “absolutely 
right,” TV Guide “it turns out” is 
absolutely wrong.

The foes of queer visibility 
launched their attack on an 
episode of Friends - the one with 
the lesbian wedding. The January 
18 episode (actually titled “The 
One with the Lesbian Wedding”) 
featured the marriage of Carol and 
Susan - lesbian characters who 
have played a recurring role on the 
series. 

Several fundamentalist groups 
have mounted campaigns against 
companies that advertise during 
Friends. Procter & Gamble has 
been specifically targeted. 

Procter & Gamble has often 
purchased airtime during pro¬ 
grams condemned for “promoting 
homosexuality,” including numer¬ 
ous episodes of Friends. Howev¬ 
er, the company’s support should 
not be taken for granted. Recently, 
in response to the current debate 
over “trash” talk shows, Procter & 
Gamble discontinued advertising 
on four programs. 

The company’s senior vice 
president. Robed Wehling, insists 
Procter & Gamble is “a responsi¬ 
ble advertiser,” seeking to sponsor 


TV programs that “are informa¬ 
tive and handle controversial top¬ 
ics responsibly. Because program¬ 
ming varies widely,” Wehling 
said, “Procter & Gamble spends 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
annually to review program con¬ 
tent before making marketing de¬ 
cisions. We regularly decline ad¬ 
vertising opportunities based on 
content. We review closely all the 
programming we sponsor and pull 
our advertising when content is in¬ 
consistent with our guidelines.” 

David Crane, co-executive 
producer of Friends (and a gay 
man), has downplayed the contro¬ 
versy. The wedding plot, he ex¬ 
plained, was not conceived “just 
to push America’s buttons. I’m 
trying to make a point,” Crane 
said, “that gay people have lives, 
like everybody else. That wed¬ 
dings are a part of those lives. 
That it’s not a gigantic issue. In 
fact, I wouldn’t even say it’s the 
biggest issue in this episode.” 

Whether Crane is being modest 
or naive in his dismissal is not 
clear. Too often, writers and pro¬ 
ducers defend a lesbian or gay TV 
character on the grounds that “no 
offense was intended,” as if there 
were a reasonable distinction be¬ 
tween “provoked” and “unpro¬ 
voked” homophobia. 

Homophobes are responsible 
for pushing their own buttons, 
however. 

In a homophobic society, ho¬ 
mosexuality is inevitably “a gi¬ 
gantic issue.” But it does not fol¬ 
low that, in a non-homophobic so¬ 
ciety, homosexuality would or 
should be a “non-issue.” In the 
representation of minority groups, 
television tends to overvalue simi¬ 
larity (by imitation of the majority, 
or status quo) at the expense of di¬ 
versity. To claim that gay people 
are “just like everybody else” is 
not particularly liberating when 
“everybody else” means “every¬ 
body heterosexual.” 

Despite Crane’s noble inten¬ 
tions, even on Friends, lesbian 
lovers do not quite “have lives, 
just quite like everybody else.” 
Lynn Elber, television writer for 
the Associated Press, reports that 
Carol and Susan do not share the 
nuptial kiss or other visible signs 
of affection commonly depicted 
between heterosexual couples 
(‘TV Makes Room For Gay Char¬ 
acters, But Not Sexually,” Jan. 
14). That pattern characterizes the 
entire crop of Hollywood homo¬ 
sexuals, Elber says. ‘Television 
has discovered safe sex: Gay and 
lesbian characters are just dandy 
as long as you leave out the pas¬ 
sion and substitute punchlines in¬ 
stead.” 

Still, the overall effect of 
Friends is undeniably more liber¬ 
ating than not. The hit series is 
watched by more than 20 to 30 
million viewers each week, and 
Carol and Susan, together with 
their baby boy Ben, have been de¬ 
scribed as “one of the most visible 
non-traditional families in televi¬ 
sion history.” In a recent inter¬ 
view, Jessica Hect (who plays 
Susan) recalls an encounter with 
one of those viewers, “a young 
girl whose parents are two moms. 
And the little girl said, ‘Hey, I saw 
someone like me on TV.’ And it 
was Ben, you know. It was great.”

Anti-Gay Marriage Bill 
Advances in Sacramento

sembly Wednesday, January 24. 

The Judiciary Committee ap¬ 
proved the measure by Republi¬ 
can Assemblyman Pete Knight of 
Palmdale on an 8-4 vote. It is ex¬ 
pected to reach the floor of the 
GOP-controlled Assembly, then 
go to the Democrat- led Senate. 

Its immediate target is possible 
legalization of homosexual mar¬ 
riages by Hawaii, where a debate

The “lesbian wedding” offici¬ 
ated by Candace Gingrich on the 
top-rated NBC show Friends was 
bumped by at least two affiliates. 
A station in Lima, Ohio substitut¬ 
ed another episode and resched¬ 
uled the “wedding” to midnight on 
Sunday, inviting viewers’ com¬ 
ments on the move. 

In Port Arthur, Texas, KJAC 
vice president and general manag¬ 
er Ron Kelly said, “We do not be¬ 


the Legislature.

Fearing that Hawaii would le¬ 
galize same-sex marriages this 
year, 41 Republicans in the Cali¬ 
fornia Legislature joined Knight 
as co-authors of his bill, 
AB1982. 

“I think people are starting to 
realize that we need to take leg¬ 
islative action now to protect our 
state from being forced by 
Hawaii’s courts to legally endorse 
gay marriages,” Knight said of 
the endorsements. “That sort of 
thing shouldn’t be forced on us by 


the second week in January. The 
cover photo featured two grooms 
atop a wedding cake. 

“There is no compelling reason 
to exclude homosexual couples 
from marriage, and several com¬ 
pelling reasons to include them,” 
read their lead editorial. 

It concluded: “If marriage is to 
fulfill its aspirations, it must be 
defined by the commitment of one 
to another for richer, for poorer, in 
sickness and in health - not by the 
people it excludes.” 

“It’s normal to be queer,” read 
the headline to a three-page article 
at the end of the magazine. It lu¬ 
cidly traced the emergence or 
rather the creation of “banal ho¬ 


another state.” 

Representatives of civil rights 
groups opposed Knight’s bill at 
Wednesday’s hearing, saying it 
was more about prejudice than 
states’ rights. 

“There is no reason to deny the 
same recognition to gays and les¬ 
bians except for disapproval and 
hostility,” said Francisco Lobaco 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 

Assemblywoman Sheila 
James Kuehl, D-Encino, said the 
issue essentially is the same as 
for interracial marriages, which 
California once refused to recog¬ 
nize. ▼

Getty Doing ‘Very Well’ 
After Baboon Transplant

A month after his historic ba¬ 
boon bone marrow transplant, 
AIDS activist-patient Jeff Getty of 
Oakland was feeling fine Friday, 
although it was too early to tell 
whether the landmark procedure 
was a success. 

Doctors have taken his blood 
and bone marrow samples and ex¬ 
pect results next month, which 
will indicate whether the trans¬ 
plant intended to save Getty’s life 
“took,” Dr. Steven Deeks of the 
University of California, San 
Francisco, who performed the pio¬ 
neering procedure, told United 
Press International. 

Getty, 38, said he felt fine and 
that his condition had improved, 
although “I wouldn’t read too 
much into it.” 

Once he survived the highly 
experimental transplant of puri¬ 
fied marrow stem cells from a ba¬ 
boon December 14, Getty was ex¬ 
pected to do well, at least initially. 

“Jeff continues to do very 
well,” Deeks said, adding that it 
will be weeks before it is known 
whether the transplant is taking 
root and whether the immature ba¬ 
boon immune system cells will 
proliferate and boost Getty’s own 
immune system. 

If the experiment works, the 
baboon immune cells, which are 
resistant to AIDS, will sharply re¬ 
duce the activity of HIV and re¬ 
store some or part of Getty’s abil¬ 
ity to resist infections.

Getty’s blood and marrow sam¬ 
ples were sent to a number of test 
sites to determine whether the ba¬ 
boon cells “engrafted” into Getty’s 
immune system. Using a test 
called polymerase chain reaction, 
the scientists will search the sam¬ 
ples for baboon cells living among 
Getty’s own bone marrow cells. 

A no-show of baboon cells 
would indicate the procedure 
failed, but testing will continue for 
several months just in case the 
cells are simply slow to take hold 
and grow, Deeks said. 

“The samples were sent to var¬ 


ious groups because it is important 
to have the results confirmed and 
reconfirmed,” he said in an inter¬ 
view. 

“Once those results are in and 
show this procedure worked, it 
will be a valid base to start doing 
more of them.” 

Two years in the planning, the 
controversial experiment - which 
critics contended could introduce 
dangerous baboon viruses into the 
human population - was a last- 
ditch effort to save Getty’s life. 
Getty had been an outspoken pro¬ 
ponent of the revolutionary but 
risky procedure and fought hard 
to become the first patient to un¬ 
dergo it. No signs have been de¬ 
tected thus far that the baboon 
cells have infected him with a 
monkey virus. 

Should the test succeed, it will 
add a further boost to an emerging 
medical technology that, eventual¬ 
ly, could serve millions of pa¬ 
tients. 

At least 50 other cross-species 
transplant protocols are on hold, 
pending the outcome of this trial. 

Even if the transplant does not 
take or fails to produce a second 
immune system augmenting 
Getty’s own, experiments will 
proceed with other patients. 

Already, the method used to 
purify the baboon cells so they 
would survive in Getty has been 
applied in several leukemia pa¬ 
tients who received marrow that 
was not a close genetic match to 
their own. ▼

HIV Educator 
Runs for San 
Leandro Council

The Director of Health Initia¬ 
tives for Youth in San Francisco 
has announced her candidacy for 
an open seat on the San Leandro 
City Council. 

Joanne Lothrop told the B.A.R. 
that if she is elected in March, she 
would continue her work in a wide 
variety of youth outreach pro¬ 
grams. It’s an area she has focused 
on throughout her entire career, 
including the program “Girls, In¬ 
corporated,” which covers a wide 
range of youth leadership issues. 

Her current activities with 
Health Initiatives for Youth in¬ 
clude mobilizing groups on state 
and local levels to improve the 
health of young people, including 
HIV issues. “We’re committed to 
increasing the awareness and vis¬ 
ibility of HIV among young peo¬ 
ple by raising their voices in a na¬ 
tional movement,” Lothrop told 
the B.A.R ., “towards their inclu¬ 
sion in the development, imple¬ 
mentation and evaluation of 
HIV/AIDS services, education, 
and policy. 

“I would ask the young people 
what it is they want,” she said. 

Already she has about 25 peo¬ 
ple age 18 to 21 involved in the 
campaign. 

Through her work experi¬ 
ences, she said, “I had the oppor¬ 
tunity to listen to thousands of 
young people and their families. 
I’ve learned a lot about public pol¬ 
icy and governmental bodies.” 

Lothrop stressed that it is vital 
that San Leandrans and their city 


council address the concerns of 
children and their families. A baby 
boom has been going on there for 
the last ten years, she said, and the 
most recent census figures report 
that the population of people 
under the age of five has gone up 
40 percent in the last decade. 

“I think there are young fami¬ 
lies moving in, so it’s important,” 
she said. 

It isn’t only on youth that 
Lothrop focuses. “As a person 
who grew up in San Leandro, my 
family has been really involved in 
the government and the communi¬ 
ty, all of my life,” she said. “So I 
have the gift of knowing senior 
citizens in the community.” 

Lothrop also said San Lean¬ 
dro’s eminent domain issues and 
the development of long-range 
plans for the city’s marina are im¬ 
portant areas of concern for her. “I 
really think encouraging some 
businesses - restaurants and hotels 
- is a good thing,” she said. 

Lothrop is a lifelong Democ¬ 
rat, but an interesting aspect of 
San Leandro’s city council is that 
the race remains completely non¬ 
partisan. Her opponents in the 
race include a businessman and 
the president of a local homeown¬ 
ers association. 

“One of the things that I think 
that San Leandro can do better,” 
she said, “is that we hear from all 
of the citizens in the community.” 
To that end, Lothrop said she 
would start a citizens’ advisory 
commission. 

Which would, of course, in¬ 
clude youth members. T

Local Gay Makes Very Good: 

Galindo Wins 
National 
Skating Title

Openly gay 26-year-old Mexi- 
can-American figure skater Rudy 
Galindo won the national US Fig¬ 
ure Skating Association champi¬ 
onship in San Jose Saturday, Janu¬ 
ary 20 after a free-skate perfor¬ 
mance to “Swan Lake” that fea¬ 
tured eight triple jumps - includ¬ 
ing two in combination. 

Galindo lives with his mother 
at an eastside San Jose-area trailer 
court, and practices his skating in 
Berkeley. 

Galindo held two national ti¬ 
tles for pair skating with Kristi Ya- 
maguchi, who later dumped him 
as a partner in order to successful¬ 
ly pursue a 1992 Olympic gold 


medal. After the pair split, Galin¬ 
do had failed to place higher than 
fifth place, until his crowd-pleas¬ 
ing performance on Saturday. 

Galindo’s career and life have 
been struck by tragedy several 
times. 

His father died of a heart attack 
in 1993, the same year his older 
brother George died of AIDS, ac¬ 
cording to news reports. Two pre¬ 
vious coaches have also died of 
AIDS-related diseases. His sister 
Laura is now his coach and agent. 

In his remarks at the press con¬ 
ference following his victory, 
Galindo spoke of other skaters in 
the profession who were closeted, 
but said that he lived his life as a 
proud and openly gay man. V 


Skating 
with AIDS

Figure skating glided back into 
the national consciousness Janu¬ 
ary 18 through 20 with the US 
Figure Skating Association 
(USFSA) national championships 
in San Jose. 

It is partnered by the specter of 
AIDS which has devastated the 
world of skaters, coaches, judges, 
and choreographers. 

“The world of male singles fig¬ 
ure skating is populated, if not 
dominated, by gay men, a half-se¬ 
cret that the sport’s sponsors have 
yet to accept, and which carries the 
potential to make anyone involved 
with the sport uncomfortable.” 

That revelation comes in a new 
book, Inside Edge: A Revealing 
Journey into the Secret World of 
Figure Skating, written by Wash¬ 
ington Post sports reporter Chris¬ 
tine Brennan and excerpted in the 
January 7 issue of that newspaper. 

Perhaps the best known of 
those lost to AIDS is John Curry, 
the British 1976 Olympic gold 
medalist who died in 1994. That 
same year a benefit in New York’s 
Madison Square Garden memori¬ 
alized more than 100 people in the 
field who had been lost to the dis¬ 
ease. 

“When they (gay male skaters) 
talk to me of their sexual exploits, 
they never talk about practicing 
safe sex,” says Brian Wright, a 


former skater and choreographer 
who has AIDS and works with the 
USFSA on prevention programs. 

“With heterosexual boys, con¬ 
doms don’t come up. Even though 
here I am, 30 pounds thinner than 
last year.” 

“How does the organization 
say it has lost more athletes to 
AIDS than any other sport in the 
country?” writes Brennan. “If the 
USFSA and other skating organi¬ 
zations continue with the status 
quo, they risk the horror of losing 
even more skaters.” 

The organization has begun ed¬ 
ucation programs at its camps and 
competitions. But that does not 
guarantee participation. The book 
cites the program at the 1993 na¬ 
tional competitions, where none 
of the 300 skaters attended the 
voluntary prevention seminar. 

Troy Petenbrink, spokesman 
for the National Association of 
People With AIDS, says it’s an 
issue of denial. “Athletes have 
this perception of being healthy, 
and certain things don’t affect 
them. It’s a feeling of invincibility 
common to many young people.” 

He is at a loss of how to deal 
with this false security in preven¬ 
tion campaigns. “If we knew the 
answer to that, we would probably 
fix it with drunk driving, teen 
pregnancy, a lot of those other 
things, too. Prevention is one of 
the hardest things to do.” V

IDS needs a presidential 
candidate.

Steve Michael. He is offering him¬ 
self up as that candidate, challeng¬ 
ing Bill Clinton in the Democratic 
primary. 

Michael, 39, is the personifica¬ 
tion of ACT UP/Washington, 
equally comfortable in the muscle 
T-shirts and boots of a street ac¬ 
tivist, or in the tailored suits of a 
lobbyist. 

He comes well-prepared for 
the effort. He was part of the ACT 
UP “Presidential Project” that 
dogged candidates on the cam¬ 
paign trail in 1992 to raise the 
issue of AIDS. And in his home 
state of Washington, he chal¬ 
lenged George Bush’s reelection 
on the primary ballot. 

He moved to the nation’s capi- 
tol after Election Day, continuing 
his work to keep AIDS before the

public eye. He uses a mix of street 
tactics and insider politics. They 
range from early disruptions of 
Clinton’s public appearances on 
AIDS and the organized protest 
outside the December White 
House Conference on HIV/AIDS, 
to work with the Single Payer 
Coalition during the debate over 
health care reform and an appear¬ 
ance on CNN opposite Health and 
Human Services Secretary Donna 
Shalala on World AIDS Day. Last 
year Mayor Marion Barry ap¬ 
pointed him to the Ryan White 
Planning Council for AIDS ser¬ 
vices. 

Now Michael and a few close 
supporters have joined the migra¬ 
tion of presidential candidates to 
snowy New Hampshire seeking 
votes door-to-door and through 
the media. 

Don Sundquist has switched 
his registration from independent 
to Democrat, to lead Michael’s 
slate of delegates on the ballot in 
the Granite State. Sundquist was 
recently tried and convicted for 
setting up a local needle exchange 
program to help stem the spread of 
HIV infection. While finding him 
guilty of violating the law, the 
judge seemed sympathetic to his 
purpose. 

Campaign chairman Wayne 
Turner tells the story of walking 


up to a woman with a pro-choice 
bumper sticker on her car. “That’s 
Steve Michael, he’s my lover, he’s 
running for president against Bill 
Clinton, on Clinton’s AIDS pro¬ 
grams.” And she looked at him 
and said, “Finally someone I can 
vote for.” 

* Nowhere To Go’ 

“Liberals have nowhere to go,” 
offers Turner. As few as 3,500 
votes could win them delegates to 
the Convention from New Hamp¬ 
shire. 

“It’s not about winning, it’s 
about AIDS,” says Michael. “Peo¬ 
ple understand that this election 
campaign isn’t about me, it’s 
about the presidency and the im¬ 
portance of the presidency on de¬ 
veloping AIDS policy, and the 
leadership question.” 

Phil Donahue recognized that 
and has invited Michael to be one 
of three issues candidates sched¬ 
uled for a program taping Thurs¬ 
day, January 25. Local broadcast 
dates will vary. 

One way Michael wants to get 
the message out is by running 
honest, effective education and 
prevention ads that government 
agencies have been afraid to cre¬ 
ate and television stations afraid to 
run. He has thought of adding the

'1996 AIDS Emergency Plan' 

Activists Write 
Their Own Contract 
with America

Activists have hammered out 
an AIDS contract with America. 
It’s called the 1996 AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Plan and will focus on voter 
education, registration, and mobi¬ 
lization. It sets the ambitious goal 
of turning out a million people 
voting on AIDS issues on Novem¬ 
ber 5th. 

The National Organization of 
People With AIDS (NAPWA) 
called the two day strategic “lead¬ 
ership and mobilization summit” 
over the long Martin Luther King 
holiday weekend. It will continue 
to coordinate coalition activities. 

Executive director Bill Free¬ 
man said the group of 50 atten¬ 
dees, gathered on only a month’s 
notice, had “reached consensus on 
17 strategic issues across five 
issue areas.” 

Those positions will be crafted 
into final language by the end of 
January, then circulated to other 
organizations for their support. 
“We are not afraid of putting our 
contract against their contract and 
saying, these are the values we 
hold,” said NAPWA’s Cornelius 
Baker. “In 40 days we will see 
who has responded.” 

“It’s not rocket science,” Free¬ 
man commented. He quoted the 
final 1993 report of the National 
Commission on AIDS: “What 
needs to be done is not complicat¬ 
ed. It requires leadership, a plan, 
and the national resolve to imple¬ 
ment it.” 


A Battle Plan 

Jane Silver is a public policy 
analyst with the American Foun¬ 
dation for AIDS Research 
(AmFAR) and heads up the work¬ 
ing group on treatment issues in 
the coalition. “There needs to be a 
commitment and a demand for a 
cure. That means a battle plan. It 
needs to be public and private. It 
means that someone is in charge 
and accountable. And it means the 
dollars to fulfill that battle plan 
and build the infrastructure and 
access to delivery for a cure.” 

The prevention and testing 
working group is chaired by Rob 
MeMurrough of the Florida HIV 
Planning Group. Their priorities 
are enhanced counseling and test¬ 
ing, and “confidentiality so that 
testing stays anonymous.” 

Zero Infections by 2000 

Prevention efforts should be 
culturally sensitive, and funding 
should not be block granted to the 
states. The goal is audacious— 
“by the year 2000 get the new in¬ 
fection rate to zero, or as close as 
humanly possible.” 

The three priorities in services 
include maintaining Medicaid as 
an entitlement program with ade¬ 
quate levels of funding, and if 
managed care cannot be avoided, 
then insure that strict procedures 
make it work for PWAs. 

Ryan White must be reautho¬ 
rized and funded for the remainder 
of the fiscal year. Housing assis¬ 
tance must be maintained at cur¬ 


rent levels in future years, report¬ 
ed John Voyles with the Sonoma 
County (California) AIDS Foun¬ 
dation. 

Eileen Hansen, with the 
Women’s AIDS Network in San 
Francisco, said the group “op¬ 
pose^) Congressional or other 
attempts to mandate public test¬ 
ing of pregnant women or new¬ 
borns...or to impose treatment.” It 
also strongly challenged “reli¬ 
gious stigmatization of people 
with HIV and AIDS...and efforts 
of the Religious Right and the 
Pope (to do so) ...specifically in 
education and prevention ef¬ 
forts.” 

Anne Donnelley, policy ana¬ 
lyst with Project Inform, charac¬ 
terized the meeting as “crucial.” 
She noted that the AIDS commu¬ 
nity has “tried and failed (at this 
type of effort) in the past, but that 
doesn’t mean it isn’t important to 
try again.” 

Wayne Turner, with ACT 
UP/Washington, reminded the 
group that the gay and lesbian 
community emerged as a national 
voting bloc in the 1992 election. 
He predicted that the AIDS con¬ 
stituency would emerge in a simi¬ 
lar light during the 1996 campaign 
cycle. 

Freeman “holds out that this 
country can bring an end to the 
epidemic in four years. We could 
have a cure.” He quoted a letter 
Abigail Adams wrote to Thomas 
Jefferson in 1789: “Great necessi¬ 
ties call forth great leaders.” T

In an effort to correct Sha- 
lala’s misstatements about needle 
exchange research findings, 
Lurie and other researchers point 
out that multiple studies have 
shown that NEPs can decrease 
HIV transmission rates without 
increasing community levels of 
drug use. 

“What is notable about needle 
exchange is the unanimity among 
researchers who have looked at 
this issue in detail,” Lurie told 
Shalala. 

In fact, Lurie noted that out of 
six federally funded needle ex¬ 
change research programs con¬ 
ducted between 1991 and 1995, 
all show that such programs re¬ 
duce HIV transmission and do not 
increase drug users. One of the 
studies indicates that legal barriers 
which prevent needle exchange 
actually lead to increased HIV 
transmission. 

Four of the federal studies rec¬ 
ommend revoking state laws that 
ban injection users from obtaining 
such equipment without prescrip¬ 
tion. 

The only two federally-funded 
studies that did not make the same 
recommendations simply re¬ 
viewed the data on NEP efficacy, 
Lurie said, and made no policy 
recommendations. 

Ben Schatz, executive director 
of the Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association and a member of the 
Presidential Commission on 
HIV/AIDS, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he also strongly dis¬ 
agreed with Shalala’s comments. 

According to Schatz, Shalala’s 
equivocal remarks reflect the 
Clinton administration’s fear of 


Republican criticism of funding 
needle exchange research - and 
are not acceptable. 

“I don’t think there’s any ques¬ 
tion that needle exchange pro¬ 
grams have proven to be effective 
and are absolutely necessary” 
Schatz told the B.A.R. 

‘Politics 

Take Precedence’ 

Schatz said that Shalala needed 
to listen to the scientific commu¬ 
nity and not pander to politics on 
the issue. 

“We can’t afford to waste time 
like that,” he said. 

According to Schatz, needle 
exchange “is a frightening issue” 
for the Clinton administration - 
but said that should not stop re¬ 
searchers or activists. 

“We’ve all seen how easy it is 
for politics to take precedence 
over public health when it comes 


to prevention,” Schatz said. 

Lurie pointed out that the Cen¬ 
ters For Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention recommended in 1993 
that the federal ban on funding for 
needle exchange be lifted, and 
criticized three unpublished HHS 
studies used to justify the ban as 
“seriously wanting or inconclu¬ 
sive.” 

Lurie called Shalala’s com¬ 
ments “a mischaracterization of 
scientific information,” and said it 
was regrettable because as head of 
HHS, she is responsible for the 
vast majority of medical research 
conducted by the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Shalala last year also an¬ 
nounced her opposition to the le¬ 
galization of marijuana, a move 
that would allow the medicinal 
use of the herb by people with ter¬ 
minal illnesses such as AIDS and 
cancer. ▼

Another Assault on 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ 

Washington Judge Reviews Navy's Gay Policy

A San Francisco lawyer repre¬ 
senting a sailor discharged for ac¬ 
knowledging he is gay told a fed¬ 
eral judge Friday, January 19 the 
Navy’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” pol¬ 
icy toward homosexuals “is de¬ 
humanizing and prejudiced.” 

Attorney Christopher Bakes 
told U.S. District Court Judge 
Thomas Zilly in Seattle, “The mil¬ 
itary is asking people to renounce 
their sexuality.” Government at¬ 
torneys, however, argued the mili¬ 
tary policy does not violate consti¬ 
tutional rights and should be left 
to Congress. 

Zilly did not say when he 
would decide if the Navy can kick 
out 15-year veteran Lieutenant 
Richard Watson for declaring his 
homosexuality and refusing to 
promise he won’t engage in ho¬ 
mosexual acts. 

After the hearing. Bakes said 
Zilly asked tough questions and 
the attorney felt confident the 
judge would rule in Watson’s 
favor. Government attorney Mark 
Quinlivan of the U.S. Justice De¬ 
partment refused to speculate on 
how the hearing went. 

Either side is likely to appeal 
an unfavorable decision to the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Watson’s discharge and subse¬ 
quent legal challenges of the poli¬ 
cy differ from other challenges, 
because they are based on his 
statement of sexual orientation, 
not on conduct, Bakes said. 

Watson, 33, refused to stay 
quiet about his sexual orientation 
and told his superior officers that 
he is homosexual. At the time, he 
was an ROTC instructor at Ore¬ 
gon State University, where he 
was pursuing a master’s degree 
that would help him win a Navy 
promotion. He had been assigned 
to the USS Henry M. Jackson, a 
Trident nuclear submarine. 

“I didn’t want to withhold any¬ 
thing from my superiors,” Watson 
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Attorney Christopher Bakes defended U.S. Navy Lt. Richard Watson. 


told reporters on the courthouse 
steps. “I wanted them to know ex¬ 
actly who I was so they could make 
sound decisions about my career.” 

The government has long 
maintained that discharging 
known homosexuals is necessary 
to maintain troop morale and co¬ 
hesion. Attorneys reiterated Fri¬ 
day that the military policy should 
be left largely to Congress and 
that it does not violate service 
members’ constitutional rights. 

Zilly previously ruled, in the 
case reinstating Colonel Mar- 
garethe Cammermeyer to the 
Washington National Guard, that 
the Defense Department’s auto¬ 
matic discharge policy for a sim¬ 
ple statement of homosexuality 
was unconstitutional. Watson’s 
case is the first case before Zilly 
under the new policy banning ser¬ 
vice by homosexuals. 

The Navy discharged Watson, 


but Zilly issued a preliminary in¬ 
junction stalling the Navy’s ac¬ 
tion. At the time, Zilly said the 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” policy is 
based on prejudice. 

Since then, Watson has been on 
administrative hold at a desk job 
in Everett, pending the outcome of 
the lawsuit. T

Illinois Town 
Snubs Gays, Then 
Asks for ‘Healing’

Bloomington, Illinois city offi¬ 
cials approved a human rights or¬ 
dinance Monday, January 22 that 
deliberately excluded legal pro¬ 
tections for gays and lesbians. The 
central Illinois city for months had 
considered an ordinance intended 
to offer legal protections to gay 
people against discrimination. 
Bloomington Human Rights 
Commission officials had re¬ 
viewed the ordinance and recom¬ 
mended it, but city officials in¬ 
cluding Mayor Jesse Smart had 
said they did not think people 
should be forced to accept gays, if 
it went against their personal or 
religious beliefs. 

Monday night the provisions 
referring to gays and lesbians 
were excluded by a 6-1 vote. 

“The council’s vote sends the 
vile message that discrimination 
and harassment of gay citizens is 
acceptable,” Illinois Federation 
for Human Rights Director Rick 
Garcia said. 


“Arguments against the 
amendment were specious,” he 
said, “and based on ignorance at 
best and rank bigotry at worst.” 

Mayor Smart said he pushed 
for Monday’s vote to end the 
issue, and allow a “healing” peri¬ 
od to begin in his city. 

Garcia, whose group lobbies 
the General Assembly on issues 
related to gays, was offended. 

“There can be no healing when 
you deny citizens the dignity of 
basic civil rights protections,” he 
said. “Proponents will be back 
again and again until the basic 
rights of all citizens are protect¬ 
ed.” 

The issue aroused the anger of 
the Christian Coalition of Illinois, 
which is based in Bloomington, 
and led an effort to encourage 
people to oppose the ordinance. 

“We all agree that homosexu¬ 
als should be treated with compas¬ 
sion and dignity,” CCI Director 
David Curtin said. “Where we 
disagree is the action being put 
into law.” T

Hetero Sailors Bring 
New HIV Strains to U.S.

Public health officials fear that 
non-native strains of the AIDS 
virus that recently turned up in 
five U.S. servicemen in California 
may turn into a new epidemic, a 
published report in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner said Sunday. 

The strain of the virus found in 
western nations, called subtype B, 
has infected about 1.5 million 
people, primarily gay men and in¬ 
travenous drug users. Incidence 
seems to be leveling off, or declin¬ 
ing in some places. 

The virus that turned up in the 
servicemen in routine tests in a 
San Diego clinic is of a family of 
HIV never before seen in the Unit¬ 
ed States. The subtypes, mostly E, 
C, D and A, are usually found in 
Africa and Asia and infect 10 mil¬ 
lion to 20 million heterosexual 
men, women, and children. It is 
spreading unchecked. 

The discovery that the non-na¬ 
tive HIV virus has a toehold in the 
United States worries some public 
health officials. 

“HIV is a game of Russian 
roulette. ... This [finding] is 
adding more bullets to the cham¬ 
ber,” Dr. Richard Marlink, direc¬ 
tor of the Harvard AIDS Institute, 
told the Examiner. 

Unpublished research by Dr. 
Max Essex and his team at the 
Harvard AIDS Institute shows that 
subtype E is better at infecting 
cells in the female reproductive 
tract, so is more readily transmit¬ 
ted during heterosexual sex. 


Subtype B, they say, targets 
monocyte or lymphocyte cells and 
seems more prone to being passed 
on during anal sex, perhaps ex¬ 
plaining its predominance among 
gay men. 

“There is a good possibility 
that some subtypes that are more 
transmissible than others will 
enter the United States - if they 
are not here already,” said Dr. 
Gerald Myers, director of the HIV 
Sequence Database AIDS Project 
at the U.S. government’s Los 
Alamos National Laboratory, 
which stockpiles samples of all 
AIDS viruses in the world. “It is 
cause for concern, not panic or 


alarm.” 

The first documented cases of 
Americans who became infected 
with non-native HIV subtypes 
were reported in the medical jour¬ 
nal Lancet. They occurred in five 
sailors and Marines during over¬ 
seas deployments. 

Three of the men - aged 21, 
29, and 30 - acquired subtype E 
from Thai prostitutes while in port 
for a month. A fourth, a 35-year- 
old, acquired subtype D from a 
prostitute in Kenya. The fifth, a 
24-year-old, acquired subtype A 
from a prostitute in Uganda. All 
the sailors said the prostitutes in 
question were female. ▼

Early AIDS Drug 
Trial Results

In a sneak preview of AIDS 
drug trials, the pharmaceutical 
company Pharmacia & Upjohn 
gave new evidence Wednesday, 
January 17 that HIV “viral load” - 
the amount of the virus in a per¬ 
son’s blood - predicts how fast the 
disease will progress better than 
the current standard CD4 “T-cell 
count” predictor. 

Tracking the progress of AIDS 
in an individual patient has proved 
a difficult problem. Improvements 
in CD4 counts have in the past 
raised false hopes, at times as a 
drug boosts the CD4 counts but in 
the long run fails to slow the dis¬ 
ease. 

A better way to track the dis¬ 
ease would also help people in¬ 
fected with the virus tell when one 
drug regimen is losing its punch 
and the time has come to switch to 
another. 

Early results from a drug trial 
suggest that testing the amount of 
AIDS virus circulating in a per¬ 
son’s blood “was a superior pre¬ 
dictor to CD4” of how fast the dis¬ 
ease is moving, said Dr. William 
Freimuth, associate director of 
clinical development from Phar¬ 
macia & Upjohn. 

Reducing the amount of virus 
by 70 percent meant that someone 
was 55 percent less likely at a 
given time to develop AIDS-relat- 
ed diseases or to die, according to 
company analysis. 

“This trial confirms what we 
thought,” said Dr. Mark Arden 
Pierce, from the division of infec¬ 
tious diseases from Vanderbilt 
University School of Medicine. 
“If you can reduce viral burden, 


HIV disease will progress slow¬ 
er.” 

Testing for the amount of virus 
costs between $150 and $500. 
Pierce said he hoped that if more 
doctors ordered the tests, the price 
would come down. 

Commenting on the announce¬ 
ment without having had a chance 
to study the data, Steven 
Schnittman from the National In¬ 
stitute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases said, “It’s potentially 
quite exciting.” 

He rated CD4 counts as “only 
a fair predictor” of the progress 
of the disease. Developing drugs 
- and getting them approved - 
would go better if researchers 
could count on a more reliable in¬ 
dicator to tell them what the 
eventual clinical outcome would 
be. 

He said the Upjohn announce¬ 
ment left open the question of 
whether changing the amount of 
virus with a drug would translate 
reliably into a change in the pa¬ 
tient’s health outlook. 

The drug trials that yielded the 
virus-test data are continuing. The 
company also said that the drug, 
delavirdine, looks “promising” 
and could be available for use in 
combination with other types of 
drugs through an expanded-access 
program “within the next few 
months.” 

Delavirdine represents a new 
class of drugs called non-nucleo¬ 
side reverse transciptase in¬ 
hibitors. When used alone, com¬ 
pounds in this group tend to lose 
their effectiveness fast, “within a 
couple of weeks,” said 
Schnittman. The trials are testing 
the new drug in combination with 
other anti-AIDS compounds. ▼

Supreme Court Rejects Case 
That Could Lower AZT Prices

The U.S. Supreme Court re¬ 
fused Tuesday, January 16 to hear 
a challenge to a British-owned 
pharmaceutical company’s patents 
on AZT, the drug used to fight 
AIDS. 

Two other drug companies had 
wanted to produce generic ver¬ 
sions of AZT, and said that be¬ 
cause U.S. government testing of 
the drug was vital to its discovery, 
the patents on the drug were sus¬ 
pect. 

But the high court’s rejection 
of the challenge leaves the British 
company’s patents intact. 

Burroughs-Wellcome Co., a 
North Carolina corporation owned 
by a subsidiary of Britain’s Glaxo- 
Wellcome PLC, has six U.S. 
patents on the various prepara¬ 
tions of AZT. 

After the human immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus, or HIV, was found to 
cause AIDS in 1984, Burroughs- 
Wellcome screened compounds to 
see if they would attack unrelated 
retroviruses in mice - HIV is a 
retrovirus, a family of RNA virus¬ 
es that includes leukemia - and se¬ 
lected AZT in October 1984 after 
tests showed the drug had an im¬ 
pact on non-HIV retroviruses in 
low doses. 

The company’s inventors also 
began to prepare for getting AZT 
patents. 

But Burroughs-Wellcome was 
not alone in its research.

At about the same time, 
Samuel Broder was leading a team 
of scientists at the U.S. National 
Institutes of Health that was also 
looking for an AIDS cure. 

Unlike the drug company’s sci¬ 
entists, Broder and his colleagues 
had live HIV for use in their tests, 
and they had a unique line of T- 
cell clones called ATH8. 

The NIH team also searched 
for compounds from outside 
sources for testing. 

Burroughs-Wellcome sent a 
sample of AZT, identified only as 
“Compound S,” to Broder for test¬ 
ing in February 1995. 

BW told the scientist about the 
results of the compound’s testing 
in mice and asked that it be 


screened using the T-cell clones. 

An NIH scientist, Hiroaka Mit- 
suya, performed the test, and con¬ 
cluded that the compound was ef¬ 
fective against HIV. 

When Broder told a Bur¬ 
roughs-Wellcome scientist about 
the test results, the company filed 
for a patent application in Britain 
on March 16, 1985. 

The U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration approved AZT for 
marketing in 1987, and Bur¬ 
roughs-Wellcome began selling it 
under the trademark Retrovir. 

Barr Laboratories Inc., based 
in Pamona, N.Y., tried to enter the 
AZT market in 1991 by asking for 
FDA approval to manufacture and 
sell a generic version of the drug. 

As part of its application. Ban- 
told the FDA that Burroughs- 
Wellcome’s patents were either in¬ 
valid, or were not being infringed 
upon by the generic AZT. 

Burroughs-Wellcome then 
filed a suit in U.S. District Court 
in New Bern, N.C., claiming 
patent infringement. 

Barr filed a counterclaim, con¬ 
tending that the patents should 
have included the names of the 
NIH scientists, Broder and Mit- 
suya, as co-inventors. Barr said it 
had a license from the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment to make and sell AZT, 
and the government should be 
considered the ultimate owner - 
because of Broder and Mitsuya’s 
contributions - in the AZT 
patents. 

At that point, another drug 


company, Novopharm Ltd., also 
applied to the FDA to make and 
sell an AZT generic version, and 
the company’s case was consoli¬ 
dated with Barr’s. 

A federal judge granted judg¬ 
ment to Burroughs-Wellcome, 
saying that the company had 
begun patent applications before 
“Compound S” was tested at NIH. 


A panel of the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the Federal Circuit in 
Washington, which hears intellec¬ 
tual property cases, largely af¬ 
firmed, and Barr and Novopharm 
asked the Supreme Court for re¬ 
view. 

Tuesday’s refusal by the 
Supreme Court ends the chal¬ 
lenge. T

Scientists 
Suggest Studying 
Long-Term AIDS 
Survivors

The quest for a single AIDS 
vaccine that has become almost a 
Holy Grail for scientists may be 
nearly unattainable because of the 
variety and mutability of viral 
types, scientists said Thursday, 
January 18. 

Barton Haynes of Duke Uni¬ 
versity in Durham, N.C., co-au¬ 
thor of a report in the journal Sci¬ 
ence, said researchers trying to 
come up with a vaccine are focus¬ 
ing on people who were infected 
with HIV for many years, but 
have become long-term survivors 
with few or no symptoms. 

Haynes, Giuseppe Pantaleo, 
and Anthony Fauci of the Nation¬ 
al Institutes of Health said in the 
Science report that while the vast 
majority of those infected with 
HIV develop symptoms of AIDS 
within ten years, between five 
percent and ten percent have no 
symptoms after periods ranging 
from seven years to ten years. 

“Some people rapidly progress 
to AIDS, and some never develop 
AIDS, and we don’t understand 
why,” Haynes said. 

Haynes said that because there 
appears to be a number of differ¬ 
ent strains of the virus, it might be 
impossible to come up with just 
one vaccine that could prevent in¬ 
fection. In addition, he said HIV 
has displayed a great ability to 
mutate, and thus become less vul¬ 
nerable to medications. 


In addition to studying people 
who have HIV but do not develop 
AIDS, investigators are looking at 
certain populations in Africa, espe¬ 
cially prostitutes who have repeat¬ 
ed sexual exposure to those infect¬ 
ed with the AIDS virus, but never 
become infected themselves. 

Haynes and co-researchers 
said researchers need to under¬ 
stand the role of the immune sys¬ 
tem’s CD8-T cells in fighting 
HIV, especially in the initial 
stages of the infection. 

“Without understanding that, 
we can’t understand the types of 
responses we are supposed to be 
inducing with regard to an HIV 
vaccine,” he said. 

Haynes said scientists are try¬ 
ing to understand whether some 
people who have survived with 
HIV for more than a decade and 
still appear healthy have been in¬ 
fected with a mild strain of the 
virus or whether they have unusu¬ 
ally strong immune system. 

“Our analyses of these long¬ 
term survivors indicates that some 
do seem to be infected with a less 
pathogenic form of the disease, 
and others have very good im¬ 
mune responses,” he said. 

“Among the critical questions 
we need to answer, we need to 
know whether one mixture of 
AIDS treatments will work with 
all people, or whether we need to 
tailor them to certain populations,” 
he said. “That is probably the most 
critical question we need to an¬ 
swer to develop a vaccine.” ▼

The Bad News: 

LA Ripe for TB Epidemic

Once thought to be all but 
eradicated, tuberculosis has made 
a comeback in America, particu¬ 
larly in immigrant, homeless, and 
AIDS communities. Now re¬ 
searchers say the city of Los An¬ 
geles is ripe for an epidemic of the 
disease, and that a recent study in¬ 
dicates homeless people there 
have a far higher rate of recent TB 
infection than expected. 

Scientists had believed that 
only ten percent of TB infections 
are recent - within a two-year pe¬ 
riod - but researchers said Tues¬ 


day, January 23 a recent study of 
34 TB-infected homeless people 
found that more than half had new 
infections. 

Another surprise: 24 of the in¬ 
fections had been caused by just 
six other people. 

The study comes at a time 
when resources for health opera¬ 
tions and TB control are being 
curtailed in Los Angeles, Dr. Peter 
Barnes, associate professor of 
medicine at the University of 
Southern California, Los Angeles, 
told United Press International. 

On the basis of the study, pub¬ 
lished in Wednesday’s edition of 
the Journal of the American Med¬ 
ical Association, researchers said 
more time and money should be 
spent to intervene among home¬ 
less populations. Barnes suggest¬ 
ed that use of ultraviolet lights, 
which are believed to destroy the 
tuberculosis bacteria, in homeless 
shelters could help stop the spread 


of the disease. 

Barnes said that prior to the 
study researchers believed only 10 
to 20 percent of tuberculosis in¬ 
fections among the homeless were 
new cases. The researchers said 
the high incidence of TB in that 
population likely was due to the 
emergence of active disease in a 
population that had defective im¬ 
mune systems due to poor nutri¬ 
tion, alcoholism, and drug use. 

Because so many infections 
seem to be of recent nature, 
Barnes said that expenditures on 
tuberculosis control “would seem 
to be cost-effective. Direct screen¬ 
ing of this population could have a 
significant effect on preventing 
the spread of tuberculosis.” 

Although the study only in¬ 
volved people in the Los Angeles 
area, Barnes said he thought simi¬ 
lar conditions existed in other 
homeless communities. ▼

The Good News: 

TB Vaccine Has 
New Power

Working with mice, re¬ 
searchers have built what may be 
a better tuberculosis vaccine. 

The standard human tubercu¬ 
losis vaccine comes from a feeble 
strain of the microbe that causes 
cow tuberculosis. The weak cow 
strain, nicknamed BCG for 
bacille Calmette-Guerin, is “per¬ 
haps the safest vaccine” but 
varies in effectiveness between 
about 30 percent and 70 percent - 
and dropped to zero effectiveness 
in at least one test, according to 
Richard Young from the White- 
head Institute for Biomedical Re¬ 
search in Cambridge, Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Young and colleagues have 
found a way to supercharge BCG 
so that it creates a much stronger 
immune response, in one case ten 
times stronger, when tested in lab¬ 
oratory mice. 

The boost to BCG comes from 
adding genes that code for cy¬ 
tokines, natural immune stimu¬ 
lants. Young and colleagues de¬ 
scribed their technique in the new 
issue of Proceedings of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences. 

Young, who has served on TB 


panels for the World Health Orga¬ 
nization, said part of the motive 
for his research comes from the 
resurgence of the disease and the 
growth of drug-resistant forms. 
After years of decline, “suddenly 
it blipped up,” he said. 

Instead of trying to prevent the 
disease by vaccination, the United 
States had chosen to control it by 
searching out and treating cases, 
said Young. Fighting the disease 
case by case “works well until you 
lose treatments,” he said. 

One danger comes from the 
length of time that doctors need to 
figure out what drugs will work 
on the various resistant strains 
now circulating. Unlike colonies 
of E. coli , the workhorse bacterial 
species of the experimental labo¬ 
ratory, which doubles every 20 
minutes, the TB organism doubles 
only once a day. By the time a 
medical lab has grown cultures of 
patients’ TB strain, “It can be too 
late,” said Young. “They can die 
in that period of time.” 

He speculated that a better 
vaccine might open new strate¬ 
gies for fighting the disease, since 
he sees continuing struggles with 
antibiotics. “Multidrug resistance 
is a thing of our kids’ future,” he 
said. V

Possible Anti-Crypto 
Treatment Trials in SF

N ew hope has emerged for 
people with AIDS who 
suffer from chronic cryp- 
tosporidium-related diar¬ 
rhea. An experimental drug called 
Nitazoxanide, or NTZ, appears to 
be far more effective than any 
treatment yet tested against Cryp¬ 
tosporidium infection. Cryp¬ 
tosporidium is a single-celled in¬ 
testinal parasite that can cause 
chronic and life-threatening illness 
to people with AIDS and resists 
current treatments. NTZ has been 
hailed as a life-saver by one Bay 
Area resident with cryptosporidio- 
sis, and has been used by a handful 
of physicians in the Bay Area. 

The drug’s U.S. distributor, 
Unimed Pharmaceuticals, Inc., 
has stated that NTZ will soon be 
available under a compassionate 
use program to people with AIDS 
and has pledged to make the drug 
immediately available to treat 
very serious cases of Cryp¬ 
tosporidium, provided individual 
FDA approval for the emergency 
treatment can be obtained. 

NTZ is now in a Phase I/Phase 
II study with one site at Cornell 
Medical Center in New York City. 
An additional site is being planned 
for Kaiser Permanente in San 
Francisco, though that site may be 
very limited in number of patients. 
(Unimed may be reached at 1- 
800-864-6330.) 

NTZ was first synthesized in 
1976 and has been shown to have 
antimicrobial activity against a 
wide range of intestinal human 
parasites including protozoan, 
helminthic (worms), and bacterial 
pathogens. More that 1,000 people 
world-wide have taken the drug 
for a variety of indications, and 
the drug appears to be well-toler¬ 
ated in humans. It is reported that 
in an open-label trial in Mali, 15 
patients with advanced AIDS and 
cryptosporidial enteritis were 
given NTZ at 500 mg orally twice 
a day for seven days. 

Two-thirds of these patients 
had clearance of crypto based on 
two negative stool examinations. 
Similar promising results were re¬ 
ported in a Mexican study with the 
same dose for 14 days, with six of 
seven patients having a reduction 
of diarrhea symptoms and all 
seven testing negative for crypto 
after treatment. These are the best 
results claimed to date for any 
drug for treatment of Cryp¬ 
tosporidium in people with AIDS. 
Preliminary reports from the on¬ 
going Cornell study, using various 
dosages from 500 to 2000 mg per 
day, suggest diarrhea symptom re¬ 
duction in most patients, but have 
not shown as promising results in 
clearance of Cryptosporidium. 


ACTion UPdate 


Only minor side-effects have 
thus far been seen in the few pa¬ 
tients who have been treated, with 
about ten percent of patients re¬ 
porting symptoms such as abdom¬ 
inal pain, diarrhea, nausea, 
headache, or dizziness. 

In one anecdotal report, East 
Bay resident and physician Mike 
Alcalay stated that he contracted 
Cryptosporidium last March, re¬ 
sulting in severe diarrhea and 
weight-loss from 170 to 138 
pounds. Alcalay learned of NTZ 
through his doctor early last sum¬ 
mer, after being on TPN intra¬ 
venous feeding and trying and 
failing other treatments including 
paromomycin (Humatin) and 
azithromycin (zithromaz). Al¬ 
calay, who had CD4 counts of 
around 50 at the time he came 
down with crypto, flew to Mexico 
to enroll in a study of the drug 
conducted through the World 
Health Organization. 

Alcalay stated that two to three 
weeks after beginning drug treat¬ 
ment, his diarrhea resolved and 
his weight has since gone up to 
156, and added, “It saved my life.’’ 

Alcalay reported he has taken 
the drug for four months at a dose 
of 1500 mg twice a day (some¬ 
what higher than dosages current¬ 
ly being studied in the United 
States). The only side effect he re¬ 
ported was nausea that lessened 
when the drug was taken with 
food. Alcalay said that although 
he has had some negative crypto 
stool readings since taking NTZ, 
his diarrhea symptoms occasional¬ 
ly return and his stool then tests 
positive for Cryptosporidium. “Al¬ 
though the drug has not been a 
cure for me,” Alcalay continued, 
“I feel it has brought the disease 
under control.” 

Dr. Robert Dudley of Unimed 
reports that the company is mov¬ 
ing forward to complete studies 
necessary to obtain FDA approval 
of the drug. At present, the FDA 
has not approved a wide-scale 
compassionate use protocol, but 
has approved emergency individ¬ 
ual treatment protocols in a few 
cases. Dudley stated that Unimed 
was very sensitive to people in dire 
situations and that he had worked 
with Dr. David Senechek in San 
Francisco to provide NTZ on an 
emergency basis to one patient. 

According to Dudley, the com¬ 
pany has a very large supply of the 
drug and anticipates no supply 
problems. Dudley pledged that 
Unimed would provide drug 
quickly to patients in critical situ¬ 
ations, providing the FDA agreed. 
NTZ is reportedly very cheap to 
manufacture, and Unimed is sup¬ 
plying the drug free of charge, 
pending FDA approval. 

Unimed had no comment as to 
the drug’s eventual costs if FDA 
approval is obtained. Despite the

positive reports, people with 
AIDS should be aware that the 
drug has not been conclusively 
shown to be beneficial in fighting 
Cryptosporidia. 

Cryptosporidium is a single- 
celled protozoan that commonly 
infects the intestinal tract and less 
commonly infects other organs. It 
can cause mild to severe diarrhea 
and other symptoms. According to 
the U.S. Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol, people with largely intact im¬ 
mune systems generally clear the 
parasite in a few weeks without 
treatment, but people with less 
than about 180 CD4 cells almost 
never do. In those people, the in¬ 
fection and symptoms can become 
chronic and life-threatening. 

To avoid contacting crypto 
from drinking water, only drink 
bottled water or water that has 
been brought to a rolling boil for 
at least a minute. To avoid con¬ 
tracting crypto during sex, avoid 
both direct and indirect oral/anal 
contact. T

Don’t Ask!

T he infamous Clinton com¬ 
promise rule on gays in the 
military, “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell,” is up for an¬ 
other court challenge. It lost its 
first trial when Judge Nickerson, 
of a circuit court back East, ruled 
that the law violated the rights of 
homosexuals under the First and 
Fifth Amendments. The govern¬ 
ment promptly appealed, and the 
case is now in front of a three- 
judge panel of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals. The trial was delayed when 
one judge was removed from the 
panel after it was disclosed that 
he’d signed a petition calling the 
ban of gays in the military uncon¬ 
stitutional. But despite this ma¬ 
neuvering, the government case 
still looks weak. 

Keep in mind that the govern¬ 
ment has two separate legal battles 
under way to keep the ban on gays 
in the military. First, there’s the 
challenge to the old ban, which 
due to its head start has already 
fought its way up to the Supreme 
Court. The old ban just flat out de¬ 


clares gays to be worthless trash to 
be thrown out whenever found. It 
hasn’t fared particularly well in its 
lower court hearings - which is 
why if Clinton really wanted to 
end the ban on gays he could have 
just failed to appeal one of these 
losses - and doesn’t look so good 
going into the final round. 

It appears the administration 
feels that the old ban is a lost 
cause. But that’s fine with Clinton. 
If the old ban gets overturned by 
the court and the Clinton-compro- 
mise ban endures, then he’s per¬ 
sonally saved the gay ban! Any¬ 
way, the old ban isn’t in use any¬ 
more, so losing a case or two on it 
doesn’t necessarily change policy, 
although it would look pretty bad. 

But the new ban, alas, doesn’t 
look that much easier to defend 
legally. It has two major flaws: 
first, it is designed to defend the 
right of “the closet,” and second, it 
is designed to defend the preju¬ 
dices of homophobes. These two 
goals are, of course, inconsistent 
with each other. More to the point, 
they are also both inconsistent 
with the law. 


Shielding prejudice 

The “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
rule attempts to legally establish 
“the closet.” If you can keep it 
quiet, you can be queer. But if 
you’re discovered, you’re out. 
This means that noisy, political 
gays who demand their rights 
could be instantly purged while 
self-hating closet cases can go on 
being exploited by the Army. 

It has several problems in ap¬ 
plication. While the first half of 
the slogan is “Don’t Ask,” there is 
a considerable gray zone between 
“asking” and responding to ru¬ 
mors. If someone wants to oust a 
gay soldier, it isn’t too hard to 
bring their sexual orientation to 
official attention. Although 
“telling” leads to an instant dis¬ 
charge, “asking” about someone 
else isn’t a punishable offense. 

This illustrates some of the 
problems in establishing a limited 
legal right to the closet. In fact, 
there has been no decline in anti¬ 
gay discharges under the new pol¬ 
icy, which implies that the new 
ban, in practice, is just as broad as 
the old one. 

The other problem with the 
new law is that it so obviously 
caters to prejudice. Deputy Solici¬ 
tor Edwin Kneedler was hard put 
to answer questions from the 
panel judges about whether the 
rule was implemented to shield 
the prejudices of heterosexuals. 
The point is that the military can 
bend the rules if it must to satisfy 
some vital objective - but catering 
to prejudice simply doesn’t count. 

The new ban doesn’t actually 
ban being gay, which would be 
rather blatantly unconstitutional. 
That’s covered by the standard 


rules against sex. What it bans is 
talking about being gay, because 
that presumably indicates that the 
talker is likely to break one of 
those above-mentioned rules 
against sex. 

It’s a somewhat shaky chain of 
logic, but its legal flaw is that it 
bans speech. The First Amend¬ 
ment pretty clearly defends the 
right to free speech, even (or espe¬ 
cially) unpopular speech. To at¬ 
tempt to limit this right for one 
section of the population is uncon¬ 
stitutional. And to say that you’re 
restricting this speech because it 
offends some others, presumably 
the homophobic heterosexual sol¬ 
diers, doesn’t make it any less ille¬ 
gal. 

Twisted logic 

This case reflects the central 
dilemma of both the homophobes 
and the homosexuals. The fact is 
that, right now, gay rights are an 
easy target. There is tremendous 
prejudice against us by a signifi¬ 
cant portion of the population - 
and a much larger group that does¬ 
n’t go along with them but won’t 
stop them either. This means that 
we can’t win at the polls (except 
for occasionally defeating an anti¬ 
gay bill). I notice that the Republi¬ 
can homosexual representative 
from Wisconsin, who only came 
out after he won his election, an¬ 
nounced that he’s not going to run 
again. That is, he doesn’t think he 
can win as an open gay. 

I don’t blame him; I don’t think 
he could either, now. But despite 
all the public heat against queers, 
the law doesn’t really allow that 
much to be done against us. Every 
time an anti-gay law gets serious¬ 
ly debated, it tends to lose, 
weighted down by its poor, twist¬ 
ed logic. That’s because the preju¬ 
dice against us is illogical. It boils 
down to “they’re different, I hate 
them.” This may sell well on 
Christian TV, but it has a harder 
time cutting it in court.

tag line: “If this ad were not done 
by a presidential candidate, you 
wouldn’t be seeing it. Vital life¬ 
saving information is being cen¬ 
sored.” 

As a presidential candidate, 
Michael’s ads will run uncen¬ 
sored, at the lowest possible rate. 
He knows they will create contro¬ 
versy and thus free news cover¬ 
age, further leveraging their ef¬ 
fect. 

The crown jewel of the media 
forum he seeks for AIDS is the 
Democratic National Convention. 
By party rules, 300 delegate sig¬ 
natures on a nominating petition 
brings the candidate 20 minutes of 
prime time at the Convention, and 
20 minutes of AIDS coverage net¬ 
work television. 

Michael realizes he probably 
isn’t going to win all of those at 
the ballot box. He points out that 
any delegate can sign the petition, 
they don’t have to be pledged to 
him. “You go to New York, are 
you going to tell me that [Manhat¬ 
tan Congressman] Gerald Nadler 
is going to refuse to give AIDS 
nominating time on the floor of 
the convention? 

“You go to the most liberal 
members of Congress and they are 
going to have to make a choice, 
making the president mad, or 
making people with AIDS in their 
district mad.” 

President Jimmy Carter faced a 
similar choice in 1980. The gay 
caucus put forward Melvin Booz¬ 
er as a Vice Presidential nominee 
to help bring visibility to their is¬ 
sues. The caucus was able to gath-

Thus, when a legal committee 
in Hawaii sat down and started 
studying the marriage laws, they 
pretty much had to concede that 
denying the right to marriage to 
gays was illegal. Now they are 
twisting and turning trying to 
come up with a compromise do¬ 
mestic partners law to undo the 
damage caused by the exclusion. 
The homophobes seem to have 
any number of good reasons to 
exclude us, but when they’re 
called upon to present them, they 
all fade away except for one: peo¬ 
ple hate us. 

Well, it’s certainly no fun being 
hated, by Jesus-loving-people-hat- 
ing people or anyone. But homo¬ 
sexuality is not against the law. 
And there’s no way to make it il¬ 
legal under our current laws with¬ 
out twisting them all the way out 
of shape. This is why attempts to 
legally establish homophobic laws 
have so much trouble in court. 
They’re popular, the public loves 
them, most electorates would pass 
them. But they are rather glaringly 
against the very sense of the Con¬ 
stitution. 

Mind you, this doesn’t mean 
that they can’t win occasionally, 
as witnessed by the Georgia 
sodomy ruling in ’86. But it does 
mean that the government faces an 
uphill battle with its awkward 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” ban. 

Well, we can just sit back and 
watch the fireworks for the next 
few months. Probably the new ban 
will follow the exact course of the 
old one, losing in every court bat¬ 
tle but immediately being ap¬ 
pealed, ultimately to the Supreme 
Court. That will be a while yet, but 
it’s hard to say what that quirky 
body will do with it. There are 
some obvious homophobes, like 
the odious Clarence Thomas. But 
there are some closet liberals (and 
queers) and a number of uncertain 
swing votes. And, after all, the law 
is on our side. Certainly that 
should count for something. ▼ 


er the necessary signatures, proba¬ 
bly with the acquiescence of the 
Carter campaign.

The $ Question 

Money is the mother’s milk of 
politics.

Many in the community, both 
locally and nationally, have 
mixed feelings about Michael, 
often simultaneously. All ac¬ 
knowledge that he is smart, dedi¬ 
cated, and often effective. But as 
with most strong personalities, he 
also can be abrasive and “unman¬ 
ageable.” 

It’s a long road to the national 
convention in August. You are 
going to be hearing a lot more of 
Steve Michael as he travels that 
road. T

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Enlightenment

DiTectOT Stephen Wadsworth 
on Gay Sensibility, 
Oscar, Hoel and Pierre 


S tephen Wadsworth is a gay 
director of plays and operas 
whose work is increasingly 
admired and coveted. He is 
identified with Baroque opera, 

the lesser-known plays of Oscar Wilde (his production of An Ideal Husband was a sold-out 
sensation at Berkeley Rep last season) and the plays of the 18th-century successor to 
Moliere, Pierre Carlet de Chamblain de Marivaux. These plays were rarely performed in this 
country until Wadsworth found in them a witty, warm and not infrequently troubling mirror 
of his own sensibility. In his capable hands, the Berkeley Repertory Theater productions of 
Wilde’s An Ideal Husband and Marivaux’s The Triumph of Lave, as well as the currently run¬ 
ning Changes of Heart, have bristled to life, exposing unexpected roiling emotional cores. 
Wadsworth couldn’t have been more than five or six when his parents introduced him 
to opera. (“I was an opera queen by the time I was 10,” he chuckles. “I absolutely loved 
it, and was seriously interested in comparing Marschallins, which was quite alarming 
to adults.”) Years before he knew he was gay, the world of Mozart and Da Ponte was 
his home base. Today, Wadsworth’s stage work is fully and freshly informed by the 
unique synthesis he has made of the art and ideals of the Enlightenment and the 
gay identity he found himself heir to. It’s an unusual mix: worldly, yet pure; pas¬ 
sionate, yet reasonable; candid, yet cunning. 

We spoke of these influences several days after Changes of Heart opened. Al-

T he combination of director/writer Stephen Wadsworth and the Berkeley Repertory Theater is po¬ 
tent indeed. Last season, Wadsworth turned Oscar Wilde’s An Ideal Husband into a ten-week 
sellout. Two seasons ago Wadsworth directed his own adaptation of Pierre Carlet de Chamblain 
de Marivaux’s The Triumph of Love with sparkling results, and now, Wadsworth has returned to 
Marivaux, whose 1723 La double inconstance (Double Inconstancy) he has adapted into Changes 
of Heart, a meaty, if not entirely successful foray into serious comedy. 

One thing that can always be admired in a Wadsworth production is the director’s redoubtable at¬ 
tention to detail: gorgeous costumes and sets, stunning lighting and a caliber of performance that 
rarely dips below the inspired. All these qualities are present in Changes of Heart, a lusty tale of true 
love, deceit, game playing and, as the title indicates, the evolution of feeling. 

As in much of Marivaux, the plot hinges on people pretending to be who and what they are not. 
In this case, the local Prince has abducted Silvia, a beautiful young peasant girl with whom he has 
fallen in love while masquerading through the countryside as a soldier. Silvia, a prisoner in the 
Prince’s home, knows only that she must, like it or not (and she likes it not), marry the Prince, whom 
she thinks she has never met. Fond as she was of the soldier (really the Prince) she met on several 
occasions, Silvia’s heart belongs to Harlequin, a masked clown who has also been brought to the 
Prince’s estate with the hope that somehow he and Silvia can be dissuaded from their mutual affec-

A lthough his Penguin publi¬ 
cist was eager for Ameri¬ 
can Studies author Mark 
Merlis to be interviewed 
by the B.A.R. while he was in town 
plugging the paperback release of 
the book, the writer himself, as it 
turned out, was somewhat less than 
thrilled at the prospect. In fact, 
Merlis and his intrepid interviewer 
spent most of their very brief ses¬ 
sion in the novelist’s tiny but ele¬ 
gant room at the Warwick Regis 
discussing where Merlis should go 
shopping that afternoon - it was 
tentatively agreed upon by both 
parties that Union Street would 
probably best meet his needs.

In between puffs on a couple of 
Kents, Merlis apologized for his 
non-answers to the questions 
thrown at him, explaining that he 
was so wrapped up in the writing 
of his second novel that it was nigh 
impossible to refocus on American 
Studies, his highly acclaimed debut 
work. The reluctant interviewee 
did reveal, however, that he was 
disappointed that the much-lauded 
book (Lambda nominee for Best 
Male Fiction, 1995 Ferro-Grumley 
Award for Literary Excellence) 
hadn’t received more coverage in 
the mainstream press, which he in¬ 
dicated might be due to the pres¬ 
ence of naked boys on the hardcov¬ 
er (a tasteful George Platt Lynes 
photo) and paperback (a rather 
tawdry collage) versions. He also 
pointed out the irony of Studies re¬ 
ceiving the prestigious Art Seiden- 
baum Award for First Fiction from 
the Los Angeles Times, when that 
august publication never deigned 
to review his tome. 

Fortunately, the 45-year-old 
author — who had fallen the day 
before and banged up his knee, 
which might have explained his 
mood — was interested in spilling 
some tidbits regarding his follow¬ 
up effort. “It’s set during the Tro¬ 
jan War and is based on a tragedy 
by Sophocles called Philoctetes. 
However, it’s all in modem dress, 
and virtually everyone in it is gay, 
except Odysseus [also known as 
Ulysses. Anyway, it’s good news 
for Penelope.]. Most all the partic¬ 
ipants are Greek. Paris shows up 
once in a while chasing the title 
character [Bad news for Helen!].” 

The noted scribe concluded the 
interview by scrawling an inscrip¬ 
tion in the B.A.R. drone’s copy of 
American Studies : “I’ll have 
longer answers when I come 
through again.” Said drone was 
overheard muttering something 
about “a cold day in hell” as he 
was trudging up Geary Street. 

O ne writer who would never 
dare act so put-upon dur¬ 
ing an interview is that 
charming Fenton John¬ 
son, author of the acclaimed Scis¬ 
sors, Paper, Rock, who was spotted 
last Thursday night at Cafe Flore 
mingling with the ever-chatty Ex 
art critic David Bonetti, B.A.R. ed¬ 
itor Roberto Friedman, and 
world-renowned sexual contortion¬ 
ist Sophie Capplethwaite.

Ge¬ 
ography of the Heart, due out in 
May from Scribner. “It’s a work of 
non-fiction about the transforma¬ 
tive power of love,” said Johnson. 
_ “It’s the story of my lover — his 
| death in France in 1990 — whose

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Kronos Quartet Performs 
John Adams' Alleged Dances 


In the Dark

nee I had escaped from 
$¥- college, I took a vow 
never again to listen to a 
lecturer tell me how to re¬ 
spond to music or art. I make an 
exception for John Adams’ pre¬ 
concert talks because he is one of 
the wittiest composers of our time 
and because, with new music, you 
need all the help you can get. And 
I knew we weren’t going to get 
any help from the Kronos Quartet, 
which played Adams’ 1994 John’s 
Book of Alleged Dances last Fri¬ 
day at U.C. Berkeley’s Hertz Hall. 

Kronos trails hubris the way 
small boys trail dirt. Eager to dis¬ 
tance themselves from mainstream 
art purveyors, Kronos sometimes 
obscures the very music they are 
supposedly illuminating. Illumina¬ 
tion was literally missing Friday 
night because Kronos played in a 
pool of blue spotlights, while the 
audience sat in the dark. With no 
recourse to Adams’ hilarious pro¬ 
gram notes, inevitably I got lost in 
the middle numbers of this ten¬ 
dance set for string quartet and 
pre-recorded rhythm track. 

Though my inability to refer to 
which piece was being played — 
especially those with intriguing ti¬ 
tles such as “Dogjam,” “Toot Nip¬ 
ple” and “Judah to Ocean” — was 
unfortunate, it did highlight a dis¬ 
turbing aspect of Adams’ current 
art. Not only do the pieces sound 
somewhat alike in their basic 
rhythmic aspect, but what he has 
to say about his scores — espe¬ 
cially about moto perpetuo works 
such as Alleged Dances — is often 
more entertaining than the music 
itself. (Or, the reality is not always 
equal to the anticipation; some¬ 
what, alas, like sex.) 

Take Adams’ written descrip¬ 
tion to “Alligator Escalator,” the 
third dance: “Slow, slithery scales 
... leave invisible tracks on the es¬ 
calator [in the downtown Macy’s]. 
Mothers are terrified, children fas¬ 
cinated. The lady handing out per¬ 
fume samples in the foyer has 
been ignored.” Adams’ cheeky wit 
(notice the pun on “scales”) made 
me smile more than the Kronos’ 
slithering did. 

Adams’ emphasis on self-dep¬ 
recating humor is a necessary 
armor. The compose has never 
gotten over the way his supporters 
turned on him when, after Harmo¬ 
nium was such a huge success at 
its 1981 San Francisco world pre¬ 
miere, he wrote the jokily eclectic 
Grand Pianola Music and you’d

have thought he had raped a nun. 
Listening to that work today, espe¬ 
cially in Adams’ own recording 
(Elektra Nonesuch), it’s hard to 
understand what caused such an 
uproar. With its Wagnerian horns, 
crooning girl group, glittery key¬ 
boards and the big, corny tune in 
the finale, Grand Pianola is so 
user-friendly that I much prefer it 
to the nervous chatter of some of 
the Alleged Dances. 

It’s hard to say how much of 
my mystification is due to the 
Kronos performance in the dark, 
how much r^'ue to my feeling 
that — like some of Philip Glass’ 
music — the work needs actual 
dance to flesh it out, and how 
much is due to my perception of 
how Adams’ current philosophical 
stance is affecting his music. Too 
much concern with being a social 
activist marred his recent music 
theater piece, Ceiling/Sky, and 
possibly worrying about being 
“original” has become more im¬ 
portant than actual composing. In 
the pre-concert comments, he 


said: “Because of antibiotics, we 
[artists] tend not to die at 35 any 
more, and so we have to keep rein¬ 
venting ourselves.” I’m not sure 
about that, especially with the 
lights off. 

Kronos also played a couple of 
Harry Partch’s melodious Studies 
on Ancient Greek Scales and one of 
those inscrutable Morton Feldman 
works that makes you concentrate 
so hard that, instead of hearing 
Feldman’s non-existent “music,” 
you become aware of the rustlings 
and breathings and scratchings all 
around you. Perhaps that is what 
the composer intended, but gee, it 
isn’t much fun. At least Adams 
wants you to enjoy his music as 
much as be elevated by it. 

So does Osvaldo Golijov, 
whose Dreams and Prayers of 
Isaac the Blind (1994, for string 
quartet and clarinet) is only a little 
bit about Jewish theology and a lot 
about dizzy, toe-tapping klezmer 
music. David Krakauer was the 
bravura soloist in this crowd¬ 
pleasing piece. T 
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Guest Conductors 
Ignite Symphony

hile Music Director

Thomas is in Florida 
Hi Ilf working with the New 
World Symphony, tending the 
home fires at Davies Symphony 
Hall has been left to two return¬ 
ing guest conductors. Based on 
recent concerts, the maestro may 
find the podium more than warm 
upon his return. In fact, Libor 
Pesek and Christoph Eschenbach 
have kept it positively hot. 

If Eschenbach scored more of 
a personal triumph, it’s probably 
because of his imposing stage 


presence (he’s small, but magis¬ 
terial). Pesek managed to please 
with repertoire and technique. 

The charming Fairy Tale Suite 
by Josef Suk received a loving 
and suave performance from 
Pesek and the orchestra, proving 
once again the conductor’s 
supreme understanding of Czech 
music and composers. Opening 
with Dvorak’s scintillating Car¬ 
nival Overture made a perfect 
set-up for Suk’s minor master¬ 
piece. Where does all that won¬ 
derful Bohemian melody come 
from anyway? It must be some¬ 
thing in the water. 

The second half of the pro¬ 


gram was devoted to Brahms’ 
Second Piano Concerto, which 
elicited a sunny performance 
from soloist Horacio Gutierrez. 
Oh, there were some minor 
mishaps in the more florid pas¬ 
sages, but the pianist managed a 
performance that was both amaz¬ 
ingly athletic and incredibly 
sweet. The Second Concerto is 
Brahms without dark shadows, so 
it fit snugly into the evening’s up¬ 
beat program. Just the ticket for a 
chilly night, and a welcome anti¬ 
dote to the recent glut of holiday 
music.

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Met Broadcast of Verdi Opera Works 

‘Otello’ for the Ages

■Mg! veryone who loves opera, 
® or anyone even remotely 

a curious about the art form, 
should move heaven and 
earth to catch the PBS telecast of 


Verdi’s Otello on Wednesday, 
January 31 at 8 p.m. Taped at the 
Metropolitan Opera in October, 
1995, this performance offers 
something one almost never gets 
even in recordings of Verdi’s mas¬ 
terpiece: three evenly matched 
singing actors in good form and a 
conductor equal to the work. It 
would be virtually impossible to 
improve on Placido Domingo 
(Otello), Renee Fleming (Desde- 
mona), James Morris (Iago) and 
James Levine’s conducting. 

Otello is one of the most de¬ 
manding tenor roles in the Italian 
repertoire. It requires a voice that 
can deliver outbursts of hurricane 
strength (without shouting) as 
well as melting, tender phrases. 
When Domingo began singing the 
role in 1975 most vocal connois¬ 
seurs shook their heads and pre¬ 
dicted the rapid destruction of his 
beautiful lyric tenor voice. Two 
decades later he is still going 
strong, still capable of spinning 
phrases of molten gold (the Act I 
love duet and his poignant death 
scene) and ringing the rafters with 
his opening “Esultate!” 

Domingo’s multi-faceted Otel¬ 
lo is thoroughly human. He deeply 
loves Desdemona, even after he 
begins believing Iago’s lies about 
her faithlessness. This is an Otello 
who fights Iago’s insinuations, so 
his ultimate capitulation to Iago’s 
evil is even more gripping. 

The big surprise to me is Mor¬ 
ris’ consummate, seductive Iago. 
There is no hint this run of Otello 
is his first. (His Walkiire Wotan at 
the SF Opera last November fol¬ 
lowed his Otello at the Met.) 


Though he dodges the high A’s in 
his first act drinking song, Morris 
manages the part’s tessitura well. 
His Iago is sly, sophisticated, and 
totally in control, dropping a hint 
here, an insinuation there, always 
with the appropriate color in his 
voice. This is vocal acting on a 
consistently high level. 

Which is not to suggest Morris 
is a slouch in his physical portray¬ 
al of the role. The television cam¬ 
era picks up scores of small, 
telling gestures that might well be 
lost in the theater: an arched eye¬ 
brow, a half-concealed smirk, a 
fleeting look of satisfaction as his 
poison takes hold. Much of Iago’s 
character is revealed in the way 
Morris listens and reacts to the 
other characters. It is a brilliant 
portrayal of one of Verdi’s best 
roles. 

Convincing Desdemona 

“Perfect” is the only way to 
describe Fleming’s Desdemona. 
Given the soprano’s sumptuous 
voice, it would have been very 
easy for her to coast through the 
opera, simply pouring out an un¬ 
ending stream of ravishing 
sounds. She does sing superbly, 
but her voice is always in the ser¬ 
vice of her character. Somehow 
she manages to convey all of Des- 
demona’s sweetness, goodness, 
trust and love without ever being 
bland or saccharine. This Desde¬ 
mona is a three-dimensional 
human being who stands up to 
Otello and fights for what she be¬ 
lieves in. One can only give 
thanks her performance was cap¬ 
tured on film. 

As Cassio, Richard Croft is 
young and handsome enough to 
be believable as the object of 
Otello’s jealousy, and he has a 
sweet lyric voice. Jane Bunnell is 
a good Emilia, singing strongly in 
the final scene as she reveals 


Iago’s treachery. Alexander Anisi¬ 
mov (Lodovico) and Theodore 
Lambrinos (Montano) are both ef¬ 
fective. Only Charles Anthony’s 
quavery-voiced, stock Roderigo 
is a disappointment. 

Levine has been conducting 
Otello at the Met since 1972, and 
by now he and the orchestra real¬ 
ly have the measure of the opera. 
Even the notorious passage for 
double basses, which underscores 
Otello’s entrance in the last act, 
comes off without a hitch. 

Wayward production 

Unfortunately this production, 
directed by Elijah Moshinsky, 
with sets by Michael Yeargan, is 
not nearly as good as the great 
Franco Zeffirelli production it re¬ 
placed (and which was telecast 
more than once). Without the 
English subtitles viewers would 
have no idea the opening scene 
takes place during a storm. The 
sometimes squally-sounding cho¬ 
rus is practically inert, looking 
more like they are singing hymns 
in church on a Sunday morning 
than coping with a hurricane that 
may destroy Otello’s ship. Time 
after time this production misses 
the mark. For instance, there’s no 
comforting bonfire for the “Fuoco 
di gioia” chorus, just a couple of 
torches and some smoke. 

But Brian Large’s television 
direction wisely concentrates on 
the principal figures of the opera. 
While some of the close-ups are 
unfortunate (both Domingo and 
Morris do a lot of sweating, and I 
have never understood the appeal 
of checking out a singer’s tonsils 
during high notes), more often 
than not the camera work serves 
the drama. 

One hopes this Texaco-spon¬ 
sored broadcast will be released 
commercially. It is certainly a 
performance for the ages. T

Houston Symphony and the 
Ravinia Festival, Christoph Es- 
chenbach made his North Ameri¬ 
can debut in San Francisco more 
than 20 years ago. A visiting 
guest artist with the SF Sympho¬ 
ny for the last three seasons, Es¬ 
chenbach pleases locals with a 
strong command of the Central 
European masters and only occa¬ 
sional forays into slightly threat¬ 
ening contemporaries. 

The big news last week, how¬ 
ever, was the conductor’s sympa¬ 
thetic support of Concertmaster 
Raymond Kobler, who offered a 
stunning rendition of Hungarian- 
American Miklos Rozsa’s Violin 
Concerto. It was a grand night for 
Kobler, but it was Eschenbach 
who got the standing ovation for 
a no-nonsense Beethoven Sev¬ 
enth. Schumann’s Bride of 
Messina Overture was also on the 
program. 

Rozsa’s Violin Concerto 
served to remind listeners of 
what a gifted film composer he 
was ( Ben Hur, Spellbound, The 
Thief of Baghdad, to name a few) 
and awaken further interest in his 
extensive works for the concert 
hall. The evening also provided a 
kind of rehabilitation for 
Kobler’s image. Critics over the 
years have carped about his thin 
tone and slightly suspect tuning 
and blame him for keeping the 
SF Symphony’s violin section 
from achieving a suitably full 
sound. But I suspect the problem 
is more complicated than that. 
The acoustics at Davies Sympho¬ 
ny Hall and the requirements of 
two very different music direc¬ 


tors, Edo de Waart and Herbert 
Blomstedt, must be considered 
contributing factors. (It’s been 
said that Blomstedt favored a 
drier, less sumptuous sound than 
his predecessor.) 

Nonetheless, Kobler gave a 
downright brilliant performance. 
The fiendish harmonies of the 
work and the sheer profusion of 
notes posed no problem for the 
violinist, who dashed the work 
off with ease, underscoring both 
its trademark astringency and 
lush Romanticism. With this 
work, Rozsa has found in Kobler 
an inspired interpreter and cham¬ 
pion. Four well-deserved curtain 
calls had me cheering for him. 

Eschenbach’s Beethoven cre¬ 
ated another kind of excitement. 
Though his interpretation was in¬ 
teresting, certainly exciting, it 
missed some of the beauty of the 
Seventh Symphony. Eschenbach 
capitalized on the work’s propul¬ 
sive energies, but he rushed some 
of the players off their feet at 
times, and the results were often 
charmless. The audience felt oth¬ 
erwise, however, as patrons 
jumped to their feet to give Es¬ 
chenbach an ecstatic standing 
ovation. It was an electric mo¬ 
ment, and we should be grateful 
to Eschenbach for bringing 
Beethoven to such vivid life. 
Still, a little breathing space be¬ 
tween the notes might have re¬ 
sulted in a truly great perfor¬ 
mance.

though exhausted from his busy 
schedule, when we were tucked 
away in a Berkeley Rep dressing 
room the 42-year-old director 
proved animated, talkative and ar¬ 
ticulate. His nimble fingers 
danced around his face and his 
penetrating eyes flashed. 

B.A.R.: When did you first 
come across Marivaux? 

Stephen Wadsworth: Maybe 20 
years ago, in a book. He was con¬ 
sidered untranslatable. Yet I had 
an absolute sense that his destiny 
and mine were linked. It’s bizarre, 
but it’s absolutely true. And then I 
became increasingly aware that 
there was something missing from 
the translations and even from the 
productions I saw of his work in 
Europe. 

B.A.R.: What was that? 

SW: Humor. The productions 
in Europe were extremely serious, 
but fascinating because Marivaux 
is such a pathologist. In these 
plays there’s such a close, almost 
clinical appreciation of how diffi¬ 
cult it is to have relationships. I 
think that’s why they move me. 

B.A.R.: I’m moved by the sen¬ 
sitivity of your work and wonder 
to what degree it is motivated by a 
gay consciousness? For instance, 
in some phrases of your program 


notes you seem to have encoded a 
gay ethos, a gay awareness. You 
say the characters experience 
“the agony of change — the aspi¬ 
rations, the self-doubt, the yearn¬ 
ing, the fear, the excitement, the 
not knowing. ” And to say, as you 
do, that the “candor and rational¬ 
ity" of Marivaux’s characters 
were made palatable by their 
being “as amusing as they are 
cynical, ’’ is to reveal a gay formu¬ 
la for addressing the world. 

SW: It’s Wilde and Coward, 
two playwrights I’ve been work¬ 
ing on lately. 

B.A.R.: And here’s the best 
one: “Love is the key to self- 
knowledge and to freedom, and it 
is usually a hard road.’’ But for 
the mixed metaphor, that could be 
Oscar Wilde. 1 keep seeing these 
gay flags in your work. 

SW: I think this is undoubtedly 
not a gay play [Changes of Heart j, 
and neither are Private Lives nor 
An Ideal Husband. They aren’t 
gay plays — they are not plays 
about gay people. But they are 
strongly informed by the gay con¬ 
sciousness that created them. 

B.A.R.: In what way? 

SW: I would say that probably 
the relationship between my gay 
identity and my work is whatever 
wisdom I have gained about the 
complexity and the difficulty of 
life from the making or finding of 
that gay identity. There’s no ques¬ 
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tion that living gay is a more com¬ 
plex task than living straight, 
which also happens to be a con¬ 
stitutional option for me. 

B.A.R.: What do you look for in 
a play? 

SW: The plays that interest me 
are those with complex characters 
caught in moral dilemmas, charac¬ 
ters who engage passionately in 
relationships that are well-drawn, 
defined and developed. I also hap¬ 
pen to like plays in which humor 
and seriousness of purpose sit to¬ 
gether on that razor’s edge. I find 
comedy the most profoundly inva¬ 
sive way to talk about serious 
things with an audience, because 
when people laugh, they com¬ 
pletely open up, and then you’re 
right in there, before they even 


it, and ultimately ruined it. 

That tragedy was a self-fulfill¬ 
ing problem with him. He just had 
to come out at all costs. And there is 
the great gay achievement of Wilde. 
I’ve spent many, many hours 
through the last 30 years of my life 
thinking about this man whom I 
consider to be my friend, and want¬ 
ing to reach out and help him. This 
is a person in need. And that’s what 
I get when I read his plays. 

B.A.R: Wilde seems so overt, 
obvious in comparison to Coward. 
What about his style? 

SW: Both Wilde and Coward 
created styles, in every sense of 
the word. So to do those plays on 
their own terms is to put one’s 
hands directly onto a crisis of gay 
identity. And a thrilling crisis, be- 


B.A.R.: What about Changes of 
Heart? 

SW: This is a different comer 
of my life, but these people are 
closely related to those Mozart/Da 
Ponte people. They are their an¬ 
cestors, and there is an aesthetic 
connection there which I feel 
strongly. It is inexplicably and so 
world-rockingly palpable to me. 
That’s all. And when I do a piece 
it’s because I’ve had a point of 
identification with it, there’s been 
a resonance of images, ideas or 
language. This goes back to my 
fascination with the 18-century 
question — it’s the ideas. 

B.A.R.: Do you think there is 
anything you’ve created in 
Changes of Heart that is informed 
by your homosexual sensibility?

know it, with some very devastat¬ 
ing news. 

B.A.R.: That’s what Oscar 
Wilde used to do, very consciously. 

SW: That’s what he always 
does. We did a lot of work on An 
Ideal Husband to fully bring to the 
fore the qualities that I think make 
the play great — and the qualities 
of Wilde that are so surpassingly 
great, namely, humanity and 
humor. Some people feel wit is 
sort of dismissible and, basically, 
Wilde gets dished more than he 
gets patted on the back. And that’s 
basically a homophobic response 
to him. It’s like saying, “He’s a fa¬ 
mous queer, and queers are queers, 
and queers are dismissible.” 

And it was definitely important 
to me as someone who lives gay to 
substantiate the very great artist in 
Wilde, and to look with a very 
clear eye at what most deeply con¬ 
cerned him. Which wasn’t Bosie’s 
dick, you know. It was the tragedy 
that hung over his life, threatened 


cause the gay identity in each of 
these men was a burgeoning, pas¬ 
sionate thing. Now, to see that it 
doesn’t hurt to have lived gay. It 
makes me look into them, have a 
kinship with them. 

B.A.R.: What is it that makes 
this material resonate with you? 

SW: In any piece I look for a 
transcendent context, the thing 
that makes this float above the 
stage and makes us want to touch 
it, the thing that’s going to make 
me understand in an unmundane, 
luminous way. 

B.A.R.: Can you say what that 
context was in An Ideal Husband? 

SW: In An Ideal Husband it 
had to do with my insights into 
Wilde and why he wrote what he 
wrote. Specifically the gay con¬ 
nection? Sure. But I also respond 
— and this is not unrelated to the 
gay connection — to the humor 
and the style of the language. 


SW: My work comes from my 
basic sensibility, of which homo¬ 
sexual consciousness is a part. It’s 
not a negligible part. I think it has 
sensitized me to certain tragic 
ironies in relationships and has 
sensitized me to how individuals 
relate to society. 

But I think of myself as being 
in the service of the play and the 
writer. If I’ve done Marivaux and 
Oscar Wilde and Noel Coward 
that may have something to do 
with the fact that I’m a gay man, 
but it can also be said that I simply 
appreciate what they are saying. 
In the case of Wilde and Coward, 
however, you have this obstacle, 
which is outness, the thing they 
couldn’t have in full measure [in 
life], and that creates a tension in 
their work and in their characters. 

Marivaux is not about that, I 
think. I don’t know that my work 
on this has anything to do with a 
gay consciousness; it’s merely a 
proud promontory from which I 
occasionally view the world. ▼ 
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Marivaux

tion. Over the course of three acts, 
the Prince must make Silvia fall in 
love with him and must make Har¬ 
lequin fall out of love with Silvia 
and into love with someone else. 

To achieve this master plan, the 
Prince enlists the help of Flaminia, 
who will lure Harlequin away 
from Silvia, and Lisette, a fine 
lady of the court who will chal¬ 
lenge Silvia’s pride and vanity to 
force her into a union of a higher 
class than the one she would make 
with the lowly Harlequin. 

Hectoring Harlequin 

Marivaux was tremendously 
influenced by the Italian comme- 
dia dell’arte style of theater — its 
broad comedy and stock charac¬ 
ters — as the presence of Harle¬ 
quin will attest. But Marivaux 
also fell under the influence of the 
more complex drama of his coun¬ 
trymen Corneille and Racine, so 
amid the comedy and farce beats a 
somber, soulful pulse as the char¬ 
acters experience all the contor¬ 
tions of their conflicted emotions. 

The adept cast of 11 works 
hard to convey this undercurrent 
while they run crazily around the 
stage, jump out of windows, 
eavesdrop on conversations and 
circumlocute their way through 
the traps and defenses they have 
set up for themselves. 

Bray Poor as Harlequin has the 
most difficult role because his 
stock commedia character is elu¬ 
sive to a modem audience. All 
bravado and physicality, this 
masked clown is, through most of 
the play, an energy drain. Even the 
other characters note his alarm¬ 
ingly active presence. Trivelin, the 
Prince’s valet (beautifully played 


by Laurence O’Dwyer), says of 
Harlequin’s first scene, “If this 
idiot plays all his scenes like this, 
it’s going to be a long evening.” 
Mercifully, Harlequin takes up a 
minimum of stage time. Poor is an 
agile physical comedian and plays 
the role like an ultra-petulant Pee 
Wee Herman, but he is not able to 
make a distinct enough contrast 
between the manic comedy and 
the emergent pathos. It would take 
a Buster Keaton or Steve Martin 
to really bring out the beauty of 
this role. 

The women are better at bridg¬ 
ing the duality of style 
Wadsworth attempts to portray. 
Francesca Faridany as Silvia and 
Marceline Hugot as Flaminia suc¬ 
ceed most admirably in flailing 
about one minute and pausing for 
an intimate exchange the next. 
But this brings into focus the 
evening’s major failing. With all 
the tricks being played and all the 
“changes of heart” taking place, it 
is hard to know when characters 
are being truthful and when they 
are merely taking their game 
playing seriously. By play’s end, 
when the heavy stuff falls hard, 
there’s too much emotional dis¬ 
tance for the evening to pay off in 
a deeply satisfying way. 

Still, with the impressive yet 
spare set by Thomas Lynch, the 
gorgeous costumes by Martin 
Pakledinaz, and the immaculate 
lighting by Jennifer Norris added 
to the finely detailed and often 
quite funny work of Wadsworth 
and his cast, you don’t have to be 
a cardiologist to enjoy these 
Changes of Heart. ▼

U pon entering the New 
Conservatory Theater, 
one look at the set for 2 
Boys In Bed On a Cold 
Winter’s Night tells you just about 
everything you need to know 
about the play: unmade sofa bed, 
bottle of lube, clothes strewn 
about the apartment. Clearly, this 
first installment in the New Con¬ 
servatory’s “Pride Season” of gay 
plays will be another excuse to see 
cute actors naked. 

Certainly seeing boys naked 
can have its charms, but lately it 
seems that to sell tickets all that’s 
necessary is some dick and some 
laughs. Theater Rhino has been 
trading on this concept for some 
time, New York stages have been 
awash in naked gay plays, and 
now the New Conservatory, no 


stranger to exposed flesh (last sea¬ 
son’s Boys’Shorts featured actors 
au naturel), is apparently making 
a season of it. While nudity can be 
an exciting element of theater — 
after all, isn’t the whole notion of 
sex and connection between real 
people, actors and audience, one 
of the mainstays of live theater? 
— more often than not, it serves 
merely as an excuse to get people 
into theater seats. If only most of 
the naked plays actually delivered 
the dramatic goods once the seats 
were filled, this phase might be 
worth suffering through. 

Alas, James Edwin Parker’s 2 
Boys In Bed On a Cold Winter’s 
Night does not show us anything 
we haven’t seen before, save for 
the bodies of its two attractive 
stars, Kenn Sprenkel and Jeffrey 
Gowan. In the wee hours of the 
morning, Daryl (Gowan) awakens

to ponder Peter (Sprenkel), the 
studly trick sleeping next to him. 
Once Peter is stirred from slumber, 
the two men sit up and “address is¬ 
sues.” They cover intimacy, AIDS, 
insecurity, masturbation, San Fran¬ 
cisco living, the glories of the ’70s 
(complete with glittering disco 
ball), the desire for unsafe sex, age 
(they’re both 36), drugs, and their 
first sexual experiences. Through 
it all we see that Daryl is a needy, 
lonely romantic while Peter is a 
worldly, well-sexed realist and for¬ 
mer go-go boy. 

Parker’s play is basically the 
same territory that was better de¬ 
picted in Alone Together, the film 
festival hit of several years ago. In 
fact, almost everything in this 60- 
minute talkfest is derivative. 

There’s definite value in seeing 
two gay men speak frankly and 
address issues that affect everyone 
in the community, but value does 
not mean good drama. The occa¬ 
sional laughs are generated 
through the efforts of the actors, 
who, when they’re not flashing 
the audience, have some moments 
of connection with their one-note 
characters. Suffice it to say that 
these two boys should stay in bed 
until the summer thaw. 

Holsclaw keeps dick 
under wraps 

At least Doug Holsclaw in his 
new show, Pete In Paradise, now 
running at Josie’s Cabaret, talks 
incessantly about his penis — he 
has even named it Virgil — but 
never actually shows it to the au¬ 
dience. It’s not technically 
Holsclaw’s penis that’s named

Virgil, it’s his campy alter-ego 
Pete Hilton’s penis, and the new 
show, in essence, is all about how 
Virgil just keeps getting bigger 
and bigger until he’s the size of a 
helium balloon from the Macy’s 
Thanksgiving Day Parade. 

Paradise marks Hilton’s third 
appearance on a Bay Area stage 
after first appearing in Don’t Make 
Me Say Things That Will Hurt You 
in 1990, then in the sequel to that 
show. Tattoo Love, in 1992. Pete’s 
return finds him circumnavigating 
the various levels of his own in¬ 
ferno, which include a life-long 
quest to be a majorette, picking a 
dress for the Oscars, pitching a 
hissy fit on the set of his latest 
slasher film, having sex in a New 
York cab (with the driver), and ac¬ 
cepting an Academy Award. Dur¬ 
ing the Oscar ceremony, Pete gets 
in one of his best lines of the 
evening. Clutching the statuette, 
he leers, “So, I suppose you think 


all is forgiven.” 

Holsclaw is, as usual, a delight. 
But the show, as directed by 
Danny Scheie and written by 
Holsclaw, seems a bit spotty, not 
quite finished. There’s good mate¬ 
rial here, but transitions are patchy 
and the overall tone and structure 
seem a trifle oblique. Whatever 
the demerits of the evening, how¬ 
ever, it is still a mercy that 
Holsclaw/Hilton is able to keep 
Virgil under wraps. In this day and 
age, it’s practically a revolution¬ 
ary act. ▼

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used as an actress in feeble come¬ 
dies like Making Mr. Right and 
the sitcom Anything But Love, 
creates a great role for herself 
here. Miss Pussy Pants, the clos¬ 
est thing our heroine has to a 
name, is an innocent eager to be 
corrupted. It takes her no time to 
succumb to a litany of big-city 
temptations — even engaging in 
a hot fuck with the devil at one 
point. 

To follow The Luv Show’s 
tragi-comic narrative, you need 
to pay careful attention to the 
lyrics as well as read the “scene” 
set-ups before each song. Magnu- 
son tucks a few great lines into 
the song expositions, some of 
them her own, a couple of them 
cribbed from the hilariously stilt¬ 
ed hippie-speak (“This is my hap¬ 
pening, and it freaks me out!”) 
from Beyond the Valley of the 
Dolls. 

The bad news is that few of 
these songs can stand on their 
own outside the context of The 


Luv Show’s twisted story line. I 
don’t expect pop songs from 
Magnuson, who is best known 
for a couple of brilliant records 
she made as part of that outre- 
rock act Bongwater, just a few 
more memorable melodies or 
choruses. Of this record’s mix of 
cocktail jazz, psychedelic and 
folk tunes, only the frenetic, wa- 
tusi-able “It’s a Great Feeling” is 
worth mentioning. 

In concert, apparently, Mag- 
nuson’s personality and wit com¬ 
pensate for weak links among the 
record’s songs. In recent months, 
she’s emoted her way through 
The Luv Show tunes at clubs in 
New York and LA, heightening 
the theatricality of the rock con¬ 
cert experience by wearing an 
evening gown, wig and rhine¬ 
stone-encrusted neck brace. Let’s 
hope Miss Pussy Pants makes it 
over our way very soon. ▼

; n the early ’80s, Ann Magnu- 
vjg son used to screen Russ 
3 Meyer films at New York’s 
H Club 57, a performance art 
space on St. Mark’s Place that she 
managed at the time. The smutty 
films of bosomaniac Meyer in¬ 
spired Magnuson in her various 
performance pieces back then, and 
continue to do so, as evidenced by 
her current Luv Show CD. 

Perhaps no Meyer flick has 
proved more inspirational to Mag¬ 
nuson than his lurid 1970 rock ’n’ 
roll melodrama, Beyond the Valley 
of the Dolls. This film isn’t a se¬ 
quel to Jacqueline Susann’s Valley 
of the Dolls (as it stresses in its 
opening disclaimer), but rather a 
satiric take on the same theme: the 
corruption of fame-hungry young 
women by the show business 
world. The movie begins with 
rocker chick Kelly (Dolly Read) 
persuading her boyfriend/manager 
and her female bandmates to head 
to LA in search of a record con¬ 
tract and her share of a million- 
dollar inheritance. Once in LA, 
they find the price of money and 
fame is having to tangle with male 
golddiggers, predatory lesbians 
and murderous transsexuals. 

The movie is rife with homo¬ 
phobia and misogyny (at one point 
a woman fellates a revolver before 
it blows her head off), but the dia¬ 
logue is too comic, the situations 
too cartoonish, to ever really be 
offensive. Screenwriter Roger

Ebert, in his pre-TV critic days, 
gives most of the movie’s funniest 
lines to Z-Man, a nefarious fairy 
who’s prone to spewing invectives 
like, “You will drink the black 
sperm of my vengeance.” 

Just as memorable as Ebert’s 
dialogue are the catchy, kick-ass 
songs performed, or more accu¬ 
rately, lip-synched and mock- 
played, by the movie’s all-female 
band.

The Luv 
Show, a concept album that 
chronicles the proverbial rise and 
fall of a wide-eyed girl in search 
of rock ’n’ roll stardom in LA. 
Magnuson is drawing from her 
own life here, as well as from 
cinematic role models ranging 
from A Star is Born’s Vicki 
Lester to those bosomy hellcats 
in Russ Meyer’s Beyond the Val¬ 
ley of the Dolls.

Head of the Crass

B ig sets, big costumes, big 
hair — when it comes to 
sumptuous period pieces, 
no one can compete with 
Restoration, director Michael 
Hoffman’s current release. The ex¬ 
traordinary visuals and Dolby 
sound sometimes overwhelm the 
essentially spiritual message of this 
film, but those who can cut through 
the bombast may still find Restora¬ 
tion an enlightening experience. 

Robert Downey Jr. plays 
Robert Merivel, a physician who 
gets appointed to the court of the 
newly restored English king, 
Charles II. Merivel’s appointment, 
which comes as a result of his suc¬ 


cessful treatment of one of the 
king’s spaniels, causes the ribald 
physician to become a confidant 
of the monarch. An inveterate 
skirt-chaser, Merivel quickly toss¬ 
es over medicine for the good life. 
But when he agrees to a marriage 
of convenience with the king’s 
mistress, Merivel betrays the king 
and falls in love with the woman 
he has been forced to marry. Ban¬ 
ishment and misery soon follow. 

Restoration has elements of 
King Lear, Tom Jones and Les 
Miserables all combined into one 
epic tale of loss and redemption. 
The first half of the film is consis¬ 
tently engaging, but near the mid¬ 
dle, the action bogs down, only to 
pick up once again near the end.

Hubby Out, Dyke In 


I n French Twist, Marijo, a butch lesbian (played by director 
Josiane Balasko), befriends Loli (Victoria Abril, above), a 
housewife whose husband (Alain Chabat) is cheating on her. 
When Loli decides Marijo can give her the tenderness her 
spouse cannot, she kicks him out of her bed and invites Marijo in.

Life at court is much more inter¬ 
esting than Merivel’s stay at the 
Quaker asylum or his subsequent 
odyssey through London during 
the plague years. 

A complement of exceedingly 
restrained performances lends 
credibility to the dramatic task at 
hand. Sam Neill’s King Charles is 
appropriately regal, and Polly 
Walker, as his mistress Celia, uses 
her exceptional beauty to her 
artistic advantage. Meg Ryan es¬ 
chews whining in favor of a seri¬ 
ous portrayal of the doomed 
Katherine, and David Thewlis 
(from Mike Leigh’s Naked) gives 
a solid and subtle rendering of 
Merivel’s old friend, John Pearce. 
Hugh Grant disappoints with his 
familiarly swishy interpretation 
of a court painter, while the one 
“out” gay man in the cast, Ian 
McKellen, adds another jewel to 
his repertoire. 

Quiet sincerity 

McKellen plays the 
simple-but-loyal Will Gates, 
Merivel’s servant. His is a support¬ 
ing role with no great lines, no 
poignant dramatic moments and 
nothing to recommend it. Yet 
McKellen provides exactly what 
the part calls for: a quiet and in¬ 
conspicuous sincerity. His willing¬ 
ness to fade into the background 
and remain true to the part, as writ¬ 
ten, stands as a testament to his in¬ 
tegrity and extraordinary talent. 

Robert Downey Jr., a master of 
the reaction shot, gets to do most 
of the scenery chewing in 
Restoration by playing the lovable 
goof-off, Merivel. Although his 


transitions sometimes seem to 
lack the depth called for by the 
role, Downey holds your atten¬ 
tion, from beginning to end, by 
means of his consistently winning 
screen personality. It is this quali¬ 
ty, more than anything else, that 
enables him to secure and execute 
roles like Merivel. Director 
Michael Hoffman last worked 
with Downey on Soapdish, a 
horse of a very different color, but, 
once again, their collaboration 
succeeds on its own terms. 


Restoration is the kind of film 
David Lean or Robert Wise would 
have directed in the 1960s. In the 
latter half of the 1990s, it is a pe¬ 
riod piece in more ways than one. 
But Eugenio Zanetti’s production 
design and Oliver Stapleton’s lush 
cinematography carry the day 
whenever Restoration threatens to 
self-destruct on its own self-con¬ 
scious morality. ▼

Unspeakable: The Rise of 
the Gay and Lesbian Press 
in America by Rodger 
Streitmatter; Faber and 
Faber, $27.95

■git he first surviving 
gay magazine to be 
H published in the 
* United States had 
print runs of 12 copies, an 
audience of some 50 
readers, and an editor 
who, now in her 70s, still 
refuses to divulge her 
real name. She prefers 
instead the nom de 
guerre “Lisa Ben,” an 
anagram of “lesbian,” 
an appropriate pseudo¬ 
nym for the fairy god¬ 
mother — indeed, the 
Rosa Parks — of gay 
journalism. The maid¬ 
en issue of Vice Versa 
appeared in Los Ange¬ 
les in 1947 and lasted 
for a grand total of 
nine months, a miser¬ 
ably short life span 
that set a gloomy 
precedent for the 
countless flash-in-the- 
pan publications that 
have sprung up and vanished into 
the unfathomable depths of insol¬ 
vency in the history of the gay 
press. As a secretary at a film stu¬ 
dio whose boss refused to let her 
read but nevertheless insisted that 
she look busy, Ben typed each 
issue painstakingly by hand on an 
old clunker of a Remington and 
then distributed the miraculously 
typo-free copies at the notorious 
lesbian watering hole, the If Club, 
whose patrons snatched up the 
available issues, swearing to fol¬ 
low Ben’s request to “puh-leeze, 
let’s keep it ‘just between us 
girls!”’ 

In less than a year, this pio¬ 
neering experiment in the alterna¬ 
tive press ground to a screeching 
halt, not because jack-booted 
thugs from the vice squad stormed 
the office, ransacking the file cab¬ 
inets and confiscating the sub¬ 
scription lists, but because Ben 
was transferred to another job. 
With her more vigilant boss con¬ 
stantly peering over her shoulder. 


she was unable to bring out the 
labor of love that this self-styled 
“sly little minx” claims to have 
started, not to raise consciousness 
and foment rebellion against the 
repressive sexual orthodoxies of 
her time, but simply as a means to 
meet eligible women and improve 
her lackluster social life. 

In Unspeakable , journalism 
professor Rodger Streitmatter un¬ 
tangles the extraordinarily com¬ 
plicated history of the gay press, 
tracing its meteoric rise from its 
humble and inauspicious begin¬ 
nings in this throw-away bar rag. 
He covers every square inch of 
the terrain, from the staid Matta- 
chine Review , which during the 
’50s was so absurdly bashful that 
it assiduously avoided the word 
“homosexual” in its mission state¬ 
ment, to such screechingly flam¬ 
boyant Generation X-style 
“zines” as Up Our Butts, teen fag, 
Meandyke, and Dragnett: The 
Feminist Militant Drag Queen 
Superhero Comic with a Mission. 
Streitmatter successfully captures 
the bewildering diversity of the 
gay samizdat. His fast-moving 
and extremely well-organized 
narrative brings alive the richness 
and unpredictability of the legions 
of eloquent, illiterate, shrill, dis¬ 
passionate, brilliant, lame¬ 
brained, left-wing, right-wing, 
but, above all, underpaid and un¬ 
sung voices that have contributed 
to what has surely been the most 
dazzling media free-for-all in the 
history of the American press. He 
is particularly good on the heyday 
of such sleazy, parlor-pinko gay 
rags as Gay Flames, which, soon 
after Stonewall, demanded that 
the government supply drag 
queens with free sex-change oper¬ 
ations and jewelry, and Tribad, 
which insisted that the Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior set aside land 
for separatist dykes in order to es¬ 
tablish lesbian reservations, 
which the editors dubbed “the 
first female cunt-ry.” He ends the 
book with a somewhat demoraliz¬ 
ing discussion of the latest kids on 
the block, the new breed of slick 
dentist-office magazines that he 
indicts as worthless pabulum pub¬ 
lished solely to provide an adver¬ 
tising environment morally hy¬ 
gienic enough to attract the ad 
dollars of such blue-chip compa¬ 
nies as Apple Computer and 


Remy Martin. 

By far the 
most gripping 
chapter of Un¬ 
speakable re¬ 
volves around 
a scathing 
analysis of gay 
journalists’ 
sluggish re¬ 
sponse to the 
AIDS crisis dur¬ 
ing the early 
’80s. As the 
death toll began 
to mount, many 
publications ei¬ 
ther hid their 
heads in the sand 
or denounced the 
warnings of health 
officials as the 
alarmist scare tac¬ 
tics of homophobic 
Cassandras and pu¬ 
ritanical Chicken 
Littles bent on de¬ 
railing the sexual 
achievements of gay 
liberation. In a chill¬ 
ing dissection of the 
economics of AIDS 
coverage, Streitmat¬ 
ter shows how pub¬ 
lishers’ fears of losing 
advertising revenue 
from bathhouses, dirty 
bookstores, masseurs, 
escorts, and a variety of other X- 
rated services led to a conspiracy 
of silence specifically intended to 
protect the interests of the sex in¬ 
dustry, whose deep pockets kept 
the gay media flush with cash in 
the pandemic’s infancy. Streit¬ 
matter reserves his harshest criti¬ 
cisms for — guess who? — the 
B.A.R. and the San Francisco 
Sentinel. Until they began to furi¬ 
ously backpedal in 1983, finally 
caving in to external pressure and 
beefing up their coverage of the 
epidemic, both publications were, 
in his view, so criminally negli¬ 
gent that they deserve positions 
of preeminence in the ninth circle 
of his media hell, where they 
should roast on the same spit with 
such hallowed institutions as The 
Advocate and The New York 
Times, publications he also nomi¬ 
nates for Academy Awards in 
mismanagement and incompe¬ 
tence. 

Streitmatter’s book can be 
read not only as a history of the 
most successful experiment in ad¬ 
vocacy journalism but also as a 
history of the gay movement it¬ 
self, whose fate continues to be 
inextricably linked with hundreds 
of publications that cover every 
conceivable aspect of gay life, 
from Club Med to Club Uranus, 
from foreskin restoration to the 
“asshole consciousness” move¬ 
ment. Newspapers like the New 
York Native and Gay Community 
News have done more than just 
passively record the laborious 
achievements of gay liberation: 
they have actively provided the 
leadership, organized the picket 
lines, set the agenda, manned the 
barricades, pilloried the enemy, 
mourned the dead, and canonized 
the living. Just as the major fig¬ 
ures of the civil rights movement 
once came from the church, 
which was the only institution in 
the black community capable of 
mobilizing the rank and file, so 
the leaders of the gay rights 
movement have often come from 
the gay press, which has provided 
the primary vehicle for the strug¬ 
gle against bigotry. ▼

Forbidden Passages: Writings 
Banned in Canada 
Introductions by Pat Califia 
and Janine Fuller; Cleis Press, 
$14.95

F orbidden Passages: Writ¬ 
ings Banned in Canada 
may be one of the most im¬ 
portant queer books ever 
published. With the censorship of 
lesbian, gay and feminist writings 
and culture on the increase both in 
the United States and abroad. For¬ 
bidden Passages takes a stand for 
queer culture that is deeply ad¬ 
mirable. 

Responding to the censorship 
of gay and lesbian writings by 
Canadian Customs, San Francisco 
writer Pat Califia - whose works 
have been systematically seized 
by Canadian Customs and whose 
short stoiy “The Surprise Party” is 
excerpted in Forbidden Passages 
- and Cleis Press compiled an an¬ 
thology of work banned by our 
neighbor to the north. Forbidden 
Passages not only demonstrates 
the bias that Canada has shown re¬ 
garding gay and lesbian books, it, 
more happily, is also raising funds 
for Little Sister’s Book and Art 
Emporium in Vancouver, British 
Columbia. 

Little Sister’s challenged 
Canadian Customs, which led to a 
trial that has dragged on since 
1990. Legal expenses total well 
over $200,000. While the court re¬ 
cently handed down a decision fa¬ 
vorable to Little Sister’s which 
found that Canadian Customs had 
acted in a biased fashion toward 
the lesbian and gay community, 
there will undoubtedly be an ap¬ 
peal and more expenses. 

In 1992, the Canadian 
Supreme Court issued a decision 
in the case of Regina vs. Butler 
that altered Canada’s standard of 
obscenity, essentially declaring 


that the protection of free speech 
did not include pornography. 
Pornography, the court declared, 
was anything that was violent and 
degrading. 

Soon after the Butler decision. 
Glad Day Bookstore in Toronto 
was busted for selling the lesbian 
S/M magazine, Bad Attitude. 
Since then, Canadian Customs has 
seized thousands of books, almost 
all of them intended for one of the 
four lesbian and gay bookstores in 
Canada. (Mainstream and straight 
adult bookstores have been almost 
untouched by the Butler decision.) 
Little Sister’s manager Janine 
Fuller’s introduction explains the 
arduous process behind challeng¬ 
ing an entity like Canadian Cus¬ 
toms.

Terry Baum to 
Direct New Play 


L ilith Theatre premieres Two Fools — A Cross Cultural Ro¬ 
mance, a new play by Terry Baum at Noh Space, beginning 
Thursday, February 1. Two Fools is a comic romance about 
a passionate and rocky relationship between Gracie, a San 
Francisco lesbian, and Luna, a Costa Rican dyke. Played by 
Blancett Reynolds (right) and Catherine Castellanos, the women 
meet in Amsterdam, vacation in Lesbos, and try to build a life to¬ 
gether in San Francisco, where the two confront anti-immigrant 
prejudice and society’s denial of their right to love across national 
borders. While they deal with these problems, Gracie obsessively 
translates their lives into a play — a project that drives Luna to dis¬ 
traction. 

Directed by the playwright, Two Fools is the first production of 
the newly reincarnated Lilith Theatre, the mainstay of the alterna¬ 
tive cultural scene from 1975 to 1985. Lilith was known for its 
feminism, integration of personal and political themes, and its abil¬ 
ity to laugh at itself. The new Lilith Theatre will continue those tra¬ 
ditions.

Stunningly diverse 

Forbidden Passages offers up 
work by a stunningly diverse 
group of writers and artists. Kathy 
Acker, John Preston, Tom of Fin¬ 
land and Hot Head Paisan (Diane 
DiMassa) have all been deemed 
too dangerous to be allowed into 
Canada. 

As outrageous as it is for 
Canadian Customs to declare de¬ 
scriptions of our sexuality “de¬ 
grading and harmful,” it seems 
that any description of our lives as 
lesbian women and gay men is 
too dangerous to be allowed. 
Among the banned selections in¬ 
cluded in Forbidden Passages are 
lyrical fictional excerpts from 
Marguerite Duras and the short 
story “Mama” from Dorothy Alli¬ 
son’s Trash. 

Califia’s introduction, “Dan¬ 
gerous Tongues,” is the undeni¬ 
able gem of the anthology. She ex¬ 
plains the complicated legal pro¬ 
ceedings in this case, the history 
of censorship’s impact on lesbian 
and gay culture, and the impor¬ 
tance of being able to speak freely 
and openly about life as people 
outside the mainstream. 

Califia makes the connection 
between the historical censorship 
of lesbian writing, citing the case 
of Radclyffe Hall’s The Well of 
Loneliness, and the censorship in 
Canada today. “In the 1920s Rad¬ 
clyffe Hall could not write about 
lesbians at all without being 
deemed obscene. Today, I am in a 
similar position as a leather dyke. 
I can’t write about my people, my 
life, my lovers, my friends, my 
chosen family, without being 
deemed obscene.” 

Forbidden Passages also 


serves as a fine introduction to the 
best writers on sex, sexuality and 
passion available today. David 
Wojnarowicz, Joseph Beam (both 
deceased) and Susie Bright are 
radically different from each 
other. However, they all tell truths 
about our lives, truths that include 
information about our sexualities. 


While some of these selec¬ 
tions are disturbing, the idea that 
any government can dictate what 
its citizens can read is much more 
alarming. Explore and support 
these truths. Check out Forbid¬ 
den Passages: Writings Banned 
in Canada now - while you still
